WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP). 
—Another two-point increase in 
ration values for lard, other 
shortening, and salad and cook- 
ing oils was ordered tonight, ef- 
fective at 12:01 a, m. Sunday. 


OPA, noting a continuing dwin- 
dling of supplies, announced a 
new value of 12 points a pound, 
‘up from 10. 

Current butter and margarine 
point values are not affected. 

OPA said the fats-oils point 
value increases were necessary be- 
cause: 

1. The expected civilian supply 
for the third quarter is only 751,- 
900,000 pounds, as compared with 
814,200,000 pounds allocated dur- 
ing the present quarter. 

2. Distribution of these prod- 
is uneven, 
with many areas reporting they 
are not getting supplies equal: to 
the amount permitted by ration- 
ing. 

Manufacturers of bread and 
other bakery products as well as 
cereals will be permitted in the 
July-September quarter to use 
fats and oils at the rate of 70 per 
cent of their 1942 use, instead of 
0 per cent, a reduction of about 
12% per cent from this quarter. 

Manufacturers of pharmaceu- 
ticals will continue use at the 
rate of 90 per cent of their 1942 
base, but all other industrial users 
of edible fats and oils will be per- 
mitted a rate of 60 per cent of 
base use, instead of 70 per cent, 
a cut of about 14 per cent from 
the April-June quarter,

RIBBENTROP HAS 
HITLER MESSAGE? 
FOR CHURCHILL 


‘Confidential’ Letter to 
Prime Minister Taken 
to Allied Headquarters 
With Its Writer.

‘FIELD MARSHAL MONT- 
GOMERY’S HEADQUARTERS, 
June 16 (AP)—Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop has written a confidential 
letter to Prime Minister Churchill 
and British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden referring, he main- 
tains, to “a message given to me 
by the Fuehrer before his death.” 


The captured former Nazi for- 
eign minister wrote to Field Mar- 
shal Montgomery asking him to 
deliver the letter intact. 

Written in ink ‘in an elegant 
hand script while Ribbentrop was 
in hiding in the Hamburg apart- 
ment of a kminette divorcee, the 
note to Montgomery was merely 


a covering letter containing no. 


sensational information. 

Ribbentrop reportedly told Brit- 
ish security officers after his ar- 
rest Thursday in Hamburg: 

“For goodness sakes, don’t pub- 
lish. my letters until they are in 
the hands of those to whom they 
are addressed. They are addressed 
to certain people and I can’t tell 
you about them.” 

The note to Montgomery was 
composed after Ribbentrop ar- 
rived in Ha we from Berlin. 
There was ré@ason to believe that 
it was written only a day or two 
before his capture and that his 
reported statement that he had 
been preparing to surrender vol- 
untarily had a semblance of truth. 

Military sources said both letters 
as well as Ribbentrop’s cache of 
several hundred thousand marks, 
seized with him in the climax of 
one of. Europe’s greatest man- 
hunts, were sent to Allied Su- 
preme Headquarters authorities 
along with Ribbentrop himself. 

Although Ribbentrop’s English 
was grammatically correct in his 
Montgomery note, he misspelled 
the names of both Churchill and 
Eden. Churchill’s Christian name 
was written as.“Wincent” and 
Eden’s family was spelled “Edn.” 

The letter was as casual in its 
form as a thank-you letter to a 
dinner party hostess, but it laid 
polite stress on the importance 
of Churchill and Eden learning 
what Ribbentrop had to say about 
Adolf Hitler’s supposed ‘“mes- 
sage.” 

It was learned today that Rib- 
bentrop’s mysterious Hamburg 
“landlady,” arrested with him yes- 
terday, listed her occupation on 
her identity card as a “secretary.” 
She was still being held in the 
British field security headquarters 
in the center of Hamburg late this 
afternoon.

GUAM, (Sunday) June 17 (AP) 
—Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, in an 
unprecedented action, defended 
the Okinawa campaign tactics at 
a press conference today, declar- 
ing that criticisms by Columnist 
David Lawrence “give the impres- 
sion that he (Lawrence) has been 
maa. ‘use of for purposes which 
are not in the best interests of 
the United States.” 

Nimitz said the Lawrence col- 
umn critical of Okinawa opera- 
tions appeared June 4, 

The Admiral, commander in 
chief of Pacific Ocean areas, spe- 
cifically referred to Lawrence's 


criticism of commanders for not 
making landings behind the Japa- 
nese lines after the original in- 
vasion of April 1. 

“New landings would have had 
to be made over very unsatisfac- 
tory beaches against an alerted 
enemy defense,” Nimitz stated. 
“They would have involved heavy 
casualties and would have created 
unacceptable supply problems.” 


Backed Buckner’s Decisions. 


The tactical decisions on the 
island, he said, were made by the 
Tenth Army commander, Lt. Gen. 
Simon Bolivar Buckner Jr., and 
“were his own, but they had my 
concurrence,” 

The Admiral first read a pre- 
pared statement and then dis- 
cussed the situation extemporane- 
ously with correspondents. He 
gave a long commentary on the 
entire Okinawa operation. 


Adm. Nimitz explained that he 
went to unusual means to answer 
the Lawrence column because 
Lawrence’s statem€nts “show that 
the author has been badly mis- 
informed.” 

‘An Ax to Grind.’ 

Expanding on this point beyond 
a prepared statement, Nimitz de- 
clared: 

“I am sure Lawrence of his own 
knowledge did not know what was 
going on on Okinawa. He was 
given the information by someone 
to attack my commanders and 
this involved me because I was 
in a position to know what was 
going on, 

“Being given the information 
by some one with an ax to grind, 
Lawrence was made use of—that’s 
what this means to me.” 

In the prepared statement 
Nimitz said, “simple justice to a 
group of fine soldiers requires 
that (Lawrence’s criticisms) be 
answered.” 


Nimitz explained that he was 
making his statement in reply to 
Lawrence after deliberation and 
thought. 

He first cited the Lawrence ar- 
ticle, which criticized commanders 
at Okinawa for tactical decisions, 
for not moving faster and for not 
using the Marines for new land- 
ings in the Japanese rear, 

Careful Preparation. 

Then Nimitz declared: 

“Long before the assault on 
Okinawa, every possible landing 
beach on the island was photo- 
graphed, rephotographed and 
studied thoroughly by most com- 
petent officers in the Pacific, of- 
ficers who have been responsible, 
with limited resources, for mov- 
ing our forces to the inner ap- 
proaches of Japan while the re- 
quirements of the war against 
Germany still took precedence. 

“The first, landings took place 
on beaches selected, and events 
proved the wisdom of these se- 
lections. 

“The original landings on Oki- 
nawa were virtually __unopposed.

WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP)— 
Gen Dwight D. Eisenhower will 
return Monday to his country’s 
capital and a triumphant welcome 
acclaiming his victorious leader- 
ship in Europe.

Goering was quoted as saying 
these factors led to Germany’s de- 
feat: Hitler’s ignorance of the 
uses of air power; the unreliabili- 
ty of the Italians in the Mediter- 
ranean; the destructive force of 
United States long-range heavy 
bombers, and the over-all suprem- 
acy in European waters of the 
British Home Fleet. 

Goering said the Germans failed 
to invade Britain after the fall of 
France because of the German. 
navy’s inadequate shipping space, 
an insufficient number of landing 
craft and fear of the _ British 
Home Fleet, but he expressed be- 
lief that an invasion would have 
succeeded once a bridgehead had 
been secured because the British 
did not have enough bombers at 
that time. 

Gibraltar Project. 

Goering sajd that early in the 
war he saw the need of taking 
Gibraltar by slipping down 
through Spain and assaulting that 
British bastion from the rear. 

Declaring that the Spaniards 
were weak and would have made 
no objection.to the passage of 
German troops through Spanish 
territory, Goering said that for 
the same reason Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco would have 
granted the Nazis Spanish ports 
for their submarines. 

Many Allied officers consider 
that the failure of the Germans 
to take Gibraltar constituted a 
blunder second in scope only to 
the failure to invade Britain. 

Goering said he saw this and 
used all his persuasive powers on 
Hitler, but Hitler could not see it 
and in his madness turned from 
Gibraltar and plunged into Russia. 

(Last month the Milan Com-, 
munist newspaper L’Unita pub- 
lished what is said was the last 
letter written by Hitler to Benito 
Mussolini in which the German 
dictator declared that the war 
might have taken a_ different 
course if the Fascists had con- 
curred in a Nazi plan to attack 
Gibraltar in 1941. Instead, the let- 
ter said, Mussolini plunged into 
the war against Greece and this 
“unhappy” campaign “gave the 
British courage to unleash the 
ful campaign in Libya and 
cause Franco to vacillate for the 


‘first time.” All efforts to influence 


the Spaniards thereafter failed, 
the letter said.) 

Tribute to U. S. Air Power. | 

After the United States entered 
the war, success for the Allies be- 
came certain because of the ir-

At one time, Goering said, Hitler 
turned to him and sarcastically 
asked: “Is there a single pilot in 
the German air force with enough 
guts to fly over Moscow?” 

After this the Germans did 
some bombing in the Moscow 
area, but no all-out air assault 
was ever ordered, Goering said. 

On V-Weapons. 

Discussing V-weapon’, Goering 
laughed as he told interrogation 
officers: “You were extremely 
lucky the war did not last an- 
other year, or that we were unable 
to start the use of our weapons 
one year earlier.” . 

Research on the V-2, the “flying 
telegraph pole,” began long be- 
fore the war, Goering said, with 
the original idea of developing an 
express mail service between Ger- 
many and the United States. 

In 1944, he said, “Adolf Hitler’s 
madness” became so absolute that 
production schedules for jet fight- 
ers were wrecked and the Luft- 
waffe never had enough fighters 
to protect Germany’s industries 
from Allied bombers.

‘Yet, Lewis Baxter Schwellen- 
bach, at the age of 50, has con- 
sented to discard his cloistered 
life as a United States District 
Judge in Spokane to take over, on 
July 1, one of the hottest seats in 
the capital—Secretary of Labor in 
President Truman’s Cabinet. 

At the moment that particular 
seat is generating icicles, but a 
drastic reorganization and expan- 
sion of the Labor Department is 
“in the works,” 
to use a favorite 
White House 
phrase. The full 
impact of man- 
agement - labor 
problems in the 
vital postwar 
era will fall, not 
upon the _ scat- 
tered executive 
agencies in the 
labor field, but 
squarely upon 
the broad shoul- 
ders of the La- 
bor Secretary 
and the _ resur- 
rected, tightened 
up Labor De- 
partment. And 
if Schwellenbach 
is aware of the 
general ‘“tense- 
ness and pres- 
sure” in the 
capital, certainly 
he must be 
equally aware 
that he is mov- 
ing into a strategic spot of special 
voleanic potentialities. 

President Truman’s intentions 
with respect to the Labor Depart- 
ment are reflected in a statement 
he made about a year ago, as @ 
senator and chairman of the Sen- 
ate War Investigating Commit- 
tee. At that time he advocated “a 
clear and understandable Gov- 
ernment labor relations policy for 
the duration, written into law and 
administered through one single 
agency instead of the dozen or so 
now operating in the field.” The 
President's recent request to Con- 
gress for power to reshape and 
co-ordinate the executive agencies 
was in harmony with this year-old 
statement. 

A profusion of lebor agencies 
with limited and overlapping or- 
bits of jurisdiction has sprung up 
since 1932, with the Department 
of Labor squeezed relentlessly to 
pigmy size. It now consists of 
only the United States Concilia- 
tion Service, the Wage and Hour 
Division, the Division of Labor 
Standards, Bureau of- Labor Sta- 
tistics, Children’s Bureau and 
Women’s. Bureau.

Independent Agencies. 


Operating independently of the 
Department are such major agen- 
cies as the War Manpower Com- 
mission, War Labor Board, Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, Fair 
Employment Practices Commit- 
tee, Re-training and Re-employ- 
ment Administration and the Na- 
tional Mediation Board. The WMC 
has more than 28,000 employes, in 
contrast to 6135 in the Labor De- 
partment. 

Under Schwellenbach the Labor 
Department is expected to absorb 
most of these outside agencies. 
He is destined to become the czar 
of labor matters, in contrast to 
the weak position held by the out-

Truman, who also was 
making rapid strides ag a con- 
scientious legislator, learned to 
have high regard for both Schwel- 
lenbach’s legislative and poker- 
playing ability. 

An insight into Schwellenbach’s 
political philosophy on domestic 
issues and international matters is 
given by the following vote rec- 
ord:

ORTH CAROLINA is on the march. 
N Bounded on the South by the South 
Carolina bailiwick of the late “Cotton 
Ed” Smith, on the north by the territory of 
Senator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia, on the 
west by the Tennessee domain of “Boss’’ Ed 
rump and on the east by the Atlantic. Ocean 
it has forged ahead both materially and cul- 

turally. 

In good roads, in a State educational sys- 
tem, in harmonious racial relationships, in 
liberal workmen’s compensation laws, in a 
sound state fiscal policy and in other pro- 
gressive measures it is pointing the way to 
other Southern states. It is spending for 
the future. Its citizens take a day by day 
interest in good government. 

Many of its advantages stem from the 
influence of the University of North Caro- 
lina which under the leadership of its presi- 
dent, Dr. Frank Porter Graham, public mem- 
ber of the War Labor Board, has achieved 
national recognition’as a force for construc- 
tive liberalism. A true university of the 
people, its campus is the state. It goes to 
the people and the people come to it. It 
has been a major factor in breaking down 
provincialism and advancing a thinking de- 
mocracy which dooms the demagogue. 


Institute Trains 
Many Public Officials. 


Through its unique~-Institute of Govern- 
ment, which has trained more than 8000 
publie officials in bridging the gap between 
government as taught in the classroom and 
practiced in city halls, it has contributed to 
an enlightened citizenship. The late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expressed the hope that other 
states would “recognize the leadership of 
North Carolina in what it is doing through 
this institute.’ 

North Carolina’s communities are linked 
by a State-wide system of fine roads, sup- 
ported by a 6-cent gasoline tax and revenue 
from automobile license fees. The road- 
building program, originally financed with a 
$50,000,000 bond issue in 1921, has long 
outgrown an initial concept that the State 
should undertake only to connect the 100 
county seats with good roads. 

In 10 years all local road districts and 
taxes were abolished together with thou- 
sands of economically wasteful boards. 
There are only three remote county seats 
not accessible today by modern highways. A 
postwar extension of the state-wide net- 
work of roads is contemplated with empha- 
sis on additional farm-to-market facilities. 

With good roads came good _ schools. 
North Carolina maintains a unified State 
school system with a nine-months term for 
both white and Negro schools. It is the 
only state in the country, with the exception 
of Delaware, with a 100 per cent state 
school system and the only one in the South 
with a nine-months term. It was estab- 
lished two years ago, coming up by degrees. 

Carolina’s investment in schools is about 
40 million dollars a year—and it is paying 
dividends. Most of the school districts have 


! been abolished. ‘The entire system has been 


streamlined. Local districts may supple- 
ment, state and Federal aid if desired. Sev- 
enty-five of them, marnly urban centers like 
Raleigh and Charlotte, do so through spe- 
cial tax levies.

Is Rarity in System. 


Roads plus the state school system have 
made the one-teacher school a rarity. Con- 
solidated schools, made possible by busses, 
have replaced them. About 5000 busses 
haul 350,000 pupils annually to school. 
Schools are supported through general 
revenue, about $76 000,000 of which is de- 
rived from a 3 per «ont sales tax. 

Salaries of white and Negro teachers with 
similar duties were equalized last year, 
completing a process begun in 1940. North 
Carolina is the only Southern state to have 
done this. It was accomplished without liti- 
gation through “enlightened public senti- 
ment,’ according to former Gov. J. Mel- 
ville Broughton, whose four-year term ex- 
pired last Jan. 1. 

Segregation still is practiced but a stand- 


ard 12-year course of study, through high 


school, is identical and so is the allotment 
of teachers to the number of pupils. The 
program for the training and certification of 
teachers also is the same. Ninety-two per 
cent, both white and Negro, hold college de-

There are five state higher institutions of 
learning for Negroes. They include the 
North Carolina College for Negroes, at Dur- 
ham, headed by Dr. James E. Shepard. It 
is the only grade A standard State-supported 
liberal arts college for Negroes in the coun- 
try. There also is the State Agricultural and 
Technical College at Greensboro, which has 
a varied extension program, and three train- 
ing schools for Negro teachers. More than 
1400 Negroes have registered in graduate 
courses in e years.

depression-hit State owed New York bank- 
ers $15,000,000. It was forced to balance 
its budget by ‘adopting a sales tax and cut- 
ting, essential services, including the 
sthools, to the bone. Teachers’ salaries 
dropped to $90 a month, for an eight-month 
term and further slashes were contemplat- 
ed. 

But Dr. Graham, who as president of the 
University of North Carolina travels by bus 
to every cross-roads, stumping the state for 
every cause he deems constructive, aided in 
arousing public opinion to stem the tide of 
despair and build for the future. 


Calls for Wider Use 
Of Democratic Powers. 


“In tightening our budget we must not 
lose our democracy,” he warned, “‘for one of 
our greatest needs in America is a reasser- 
tion, in the teeth of cynicism, of our faith 
in a deeper and wider use of the ways and 
powers of democracy. All our historic 
American shibboleths about equality of op- 
portunity are tested in their sincerity not 
on the Fourth of July but when we come to 
make the budget of a commonweat]th. 

“In that commonwealth are white people 
and black people, tenant farmers and in- 
dustrial workers, children of the rich and 
children of the poor. In them and their 
opportunities is the quality of our democ- 
racy and the future of our commonwealth. 
The economic and social decisions fixed in 
the figures of a budget either concentrate 
privileges in the hands of the few or dis- 


|tribute more opportunities to the millions.” 


Because the state, when in debt, had, as 
Dr. Graham put it, “‘the courage and vision 
to invest in the future,” its educational 
system was saved and it is estimated that 
before many years there will be no illiteracy 
in North Carolina. It still ranks 42 in liter- 
acy in the nation but the children today are 
obtaining the education their parents 
missed. 

North Carolina, though bordered by three 
of the seven poll-tax states in the South, 
abolished the poll tax as a pre-requisite for 
voting 24 years ago. It hasn't had a lynch- 
ing for 23 years and no politician would 
dare to run on a platform of “‘white su- 
premacy.” Demagoguery of the Cole Blease 
or Gene Talmadge brand doesn’t exist. 

The Negro vote, at first virtually barred 
by a literacy requirement when the poll tax 
was abandoned as a qualification, is not as 
yet a material factor in the state as a whole 
but it ‘is past the theoretical stage. In Ra- 
leigh, candidates place their advertisements 
in a Negro newspaper, and there is a con- 
sistent urban Negro vote although it is 
sparse or virtually non-existent in rural 
areas. The literacy qualification in the end 


promoted the cause of Negro education and 
the educated Negro is increasingly availing 
himself of the franchise. 

Negroes serve on the State Defense Coun- 
cil, on a medical care committee, on a com- 
mission to study the improvement of State 
schools, and on other bodies where the in- 
terest of both races are affected. More than 
60 counties have Negro farm agents, who 
teach members of their race practical meth- 
ods of scientific agriculture and encourage 
them to own their own land. Many are or 
are becoming landholders. About 27 per 
cent of the State’s 3,500,000 population are 
Negroes and 65 per cent of them, in normal 
times, are on the land in one way or an- 
other. 


Liberal Workmen’s 


Compensation Law. 


While North Carolina, with its farming 
population and textile and tobacco interests, 
could not be termed ‘a union state” it has 
refrained from adopting anti-labor legisla- 
tion, such as has been enacted in Texas and 
Arkansas. It's workmen's compensation 
law, passed 15.years ago, is by far the 
most liberal in the South and one of the 
best in the nation. It provides death bene- 
fits of $6500 and a disability payment of 60 
per cent of income up to 400 weeks. 

North Carolinians, as has been indicated, 
are state-minded. They have learned to 
look beyond home horizons. Nor are they 
subject to the drag of a dead tradition. 
North Carolina has always been essentially 
democratic. It was never dominated by a 
plantation aristocracy, such as existed in its 
sister-state, nor by the F. F. V. regime of 
old Virginia. Many of its landholders were, 
and are, small farmers. Some are of canny 
Scot heritage. They can’t be stampeded and 
they know a good thing when they see it. 

Increasingly, what once were regarded as 
local functions are entrusted by legislation 
of the people to the state government. Ra- 
leigh is the administrative capital of the 
state while its university, at Chapel Hill, 
is its intellectual, cultural, and civic center. 

The state has virtually taken over the 
penal system; it has the custody of all pris- 
oners with sentences of more than 30 days. 
A probation system, patterned after the Fed- 
eral plan, aids first offenders from 16 to 30 
years old, who may be given suspended sen- 
tences. Eighteen thousand were placed on 
probation in the past two years. The chain 
gang and stripes were abolished 14 years 
ago. 


Bonded Indebtedness 
Must Be State-Approved. 


No county or city may contract a bonded 
indebtedness without approval of a state 
commission which considers the expediency 
of the issue, the community's ability to pay 
and the adequacy of. the amount. Bonds 
are advertised and sold by public sealed 
bids at Raleigh, supplanting the old system 
of local sales at isolated points. Some of 
the latter were instigated by promoters with- 
out the public knowing anything about them 
until the bonds were signed, sealed and 


delivered. 


In 1933, 60-counties and 155 cities and 
towns were in default. They are on their 
feet.now, partly through the help of a State 
advisory committee. So is the state. Its 
depression debt is converted into a $657,- 
000,000 surplus. Some has been set aside 
to retire bonds, making it virtually debt- 
free, while a $20,000,000 postwar reserve 
fund has been set up for public improve- 
ments in anticipation of the day when em- 
ployment may decrease with a consequent 
drop in sales tax revenue, stimulated now by 
prodigal wartime spending.

German character—it has been 
pretty thoroughly analyzed dur- 
ing recent months-—it is clear that 
the Germans, as a race and as 
individuals, are not overburdened 
with the spirit of humanitarian- 
ism—that is for anybody but 
themselves. As a matter of fact, 
they seem unable even to com- 
prehend it, except as a weakness 
in the moral fibre of less su- 
perior rages. 

This lack of humanitarianism is 
reflected in their conception of

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Justice and common sense demand 
that the Germans be punished in a man- 
ner that the entire nation will feel and 
in a way that will make some retribu- 
tion for the sufferings and lootings en- 
dured by victims of this plundering peo- 
ple. \ 

As a start, every bit of metal in Ger- 
many—junked tanks, guns, planes, the 
scrap from wrecked buildings, the 
bronze and copper from the statues of 
militaristse—should be shipped to the 
United States, England, Russia, France 
and other countries. Since the Unit- 
ed States, by a prodigal expenditure of 
its irreplaceable mineral resources, has 
furnished most of the sinews of war for 
all of the United Nations, and since this 
country has still to maintain its high 
production for the war against: Japan, 
it seems only just that we should get 
most of it. 

Scrap metal is in many cases more 
valuable than natural ore. There should 
be enough of it in Germany to keep hun- 
dreds of Liberty ships busy for many 
months. If it remains there, it is a 
stockpile for Germany’s next war, its 
Mesabi range. ~Let’s get it, no matter 
what the price. 

Let us also cut down those German 
state forests for paper and boxes and 
mine-pit props for the French, Belgians, 
Dutch and others. If we do not, those 
trees will in the next war provide cel- 
lulose for gunpowder and raw material 
for more ersatz products. 

Let us work those coal fields in the 
Ruhr which provide the enly good and 
plentiful source of high-grade coking 
coal] on the Continent. The coal should 
be shipped to France, for example, in 
amounts double France's annual con- 
sumption for 10 or 20 years in order 
that France shall not again be in bond- 
age to the Ruhr industrialists and shall 
be able to manufacture steel without 
the permission of the German Govern- 
ment.

As 
a result, dizzy inflation peaks were 
reached in 1920, when wholesale prices 
went up to 250 per cent of their 1914 
level. 

The cost-of-living index rose 28 per cent 
from November, 1918, to June, 1920. The 
price of food went up 26 per cent, cloth- 
ing prices rose 45 and the cartoonists 
complained of “HCL,” the high cost of 


jiving. 


From the time of the armistice in No- 
vember, 1918, to the peak in 1920, fresh 
eggs went from 74 to 92 cents; onions 
from 4 to 11 cents; sugar from 11 to 27 
cents and potatoes from 50 cents to 
$1.55. 

From these peaks we fell, and fell 
hard. Peak corporation profits turned 
into losses, business failures Jumped over 
pre-war rates, incomes of farmers were 
drastically cut, and in the succeeding 
five years about 500,000 farmers lost 
their farms through foreclosure. 

This can happen again. Keep on fight- 
ing inflation.

| Ribbentrop’s Last Hope 


Joachim von Ribbentrop, Hitler’s Foreign Min- 
ister throughout the period of German aggres- 
sion, made a most revealing statement when cap- 
tured at Hamburg the other day. Explaining why 
he had not attempted flight, but had simply kept 
under cover since the military collapse, Ribben- 
trop was quoted as saying: 

I wanted to stay in hiding in Hamburg un- 
til British opinion was less hostile, and then 
intended to surrender for a fair trial which 
would spare my life. 

This blunt speaking should impress itself in- 
delibly upon the minds of all War Crimes Com- 
mission members, and upon the Allied peoples 
in general.

worid that he did not feur punishment as a war 
criminal; that he depended upon his enemies’ 
spirit of forgive-and-forget, perhaps also upon 
legalistic red tape and Allied disunity, to save 
his life. 

Certainly- Ribbentrop could have fled the coun- 
try in disguise if he had wished. Goering could 
have done the same. Neither did so. These are 
also revealing facts. 

The Nazi chiefs who killed themselves were 
those who directly perpetrated or ordered atroc- 
ities and other flagrant crimes. Hitler and Goeb- 
bels, who are dead or perhaps in hiding, could 
also count on being listed as major war crim- 
inals. Ribbentrop, Goering, General Staff mem- 
bers, and all the others who surrendered or let 
themselves be captured, obviously thought they 
had an excellent chance to win acquittal, or at 
least to gain their liberty through mistrial. 

Here is an exhibition of disdain for the Allies’ 
determination and their judicial processes which 
should be a powerful stimulus to making sure 
that the trials of war criminals are carried out 
promptly and efficiently. 

Justice Jackson’s recent report outlined the 
opportunity now before the United Nations, un- 
der international agreements classifying aggres- 
sion as a crime, for bringing the criminals to ef- 
fective justice and deterring future war-makers. 
Never before in all the long and bloody history 
of war has there been an attempt to punish the 
authors of aggression as such. 

If an invader in ancient or modern times was 
successful, he could rarely be called to account. 
If he was beaten off, the matter rested there, 
unless the intended victim was powerful enough 
to raze the aggressor’s cities, as Rome did with 
Carthage after the Punic wars, or to destroy and 
enslave a whole people, as in the wars of which 
the Old Testament tells. 

In modern times, there has been no personal 
responsibility upon leaders of aggression. Napo- 
leon was exiled to end his war-making, but nev- 
er faced a court. The Russo-Japanese War end- 
ed in 1905 in a treaty which brought rich spoils 
to the Mikado, with immunity for him and his 
war lords. Italy wrested Tripoli from the Turks 
in 1911, without penalties. War criminal trials 
after World War I were a farce. Even Japan’s 
seizure of Manchuria and Italy’s conquest of 
Ethiopia were recognized my many nations. 

If we have indeed entered an epoch when 
an international court views aggression as a 
crime, then a powerful instrument for keeping 
the peace has emerged. Ribbentrop, who coun- 
seled Hitler to use force and prepared the way 
for aggression and wholesale murder, can have 
little defense against such an indictment. His 
contemptuous attitude is a challenge to start the 
trials-at the earliest possible moment, 
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Philippine Sugar Again? 

Representative Clinton P. Anderson, soon to 
enter upon his duties as Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, has announced as chairman of the House’s 
special committee investigating food shortages 
that sugar from liberated Philippine areas may 
come to America this year. This is good news, 
because Federal officials had previously elimi- 
nated the islands from the list of possible sources 
for improving the short supply. 

There is something ironic about the expecta- 
tion, because one reason the Tydings Act for 
gradual independence for the islands passed 
Congress in 1934 was the active lobby the Louisi- 
ana cane interests and sugar-beet producers main- 
tained to get the measure passed. Their motive, 
of course, was’ to make. the Philippines an in- 
dependent nation so that a heightened tariff 
duty could be levied against their sugar. But 
now we will be hoping that the Filipinos will 
send us some sugar to sweeten our morning 
coffee and help preserve our fruit. 
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A Move for Higher Book Postage 


When President Roosevelt in 1938 brought, 
about a reduction in the postage rate on books 
and elimination of zoning regulations, readers 
and publishers alike were grateful. Since then, 
the public has benefited from the wider circula- 
tion of books that has resulted. Certainly a 
change from 26 cents to 6 cents in the cost of 
sending a book from New York to Los Angeles 
made a lot of difference. 

A bill is now before Congress to increase the 
book rates almost to the old levels, and to re- 
store zoning. The Postoffice Department has 
enjoyed a surplus for several Years, so the added 
revenue is not necessary. Zoning would be ob- 
jectionable in itself, as it would impose barriers 
on the free flow of literature. Increased rates 
would affect not only stores and publishers, 
but citizens as well. For instance, a 10-pound 
package of books can now be sent to a soldier. 
in the Pacific for 31 cents; the charge would be 
57 cents under the proposed new rates. 

This arbitrary change in postal rates would be 
a handicap to putting information before the 
American people. 
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Tool for a Tool 


The restored Czechoslovak Government has 
its hands full getting things going again in a 
country that has been mercilessly stripped by 
the Nazis since early 1939. At one time the most 
effectively industrialized small nation of Central 
Europe, it was denuded of all machinery not 
applicable to munitions manufacture. Therefore, 
the Benes Government has been almost com- 
pletely stymied in its efforts to get the country’s 
industries under way again, 

Czechoslovak officials announced last month 
their determination to institute a search of the 
plants in Germany to identify and recover the 
actual tools the Germans stole. Later dispatch- 
es jndicate still a further step—where they can’t 
find the actual piece of machinery that was re- 


, 


fident of removing remaining handicaps. 
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moved, they will take identical or similar ma- 
chinery from any German factory where they 
can find it. Their motto has become “a tool for 
a tool” and we hope that they are able to give 
it prompt and practical application. 
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More New Faces 

When Messrs. Ickes and Stettinius are re- 
placed; Mr. Truman will have six new men of 
his own choice around the Cabinet table, and the 
probabilities are that the President will quietly 
continue the process. 

It has been generally expected that Stettinius 
would be supplanted by Byrnes, but it comes as 
something of a surprise that the President is go- 
ing to pry the curmudgeon from the Department 
of the Interior. Mr. Ickes has clung tenaciously 
to public office ever since Mr. Roosevelt first 
appointed him, and the Chicago mugwump has 
continuously sought to increase his powers. So 
Mr. Truman must have tossed something ,of a 
political hand grenade into the Secretary’s of- 
fice to flush him out. 

In fairness to Mr. Ickes, it must be said that 
he has.been in many ways an excellent public 
official. As Public Works Administrator in the 
early days of the New Deal, he spent many mil- 
lions of public money in an advantageous way 
without arousing major criticism. He has ad- 
ministered the Interior Department honestly and 
efficiently. Though first regarded with fear and 
suspicion by the oil industry, he won its admira- 
tion for his policies and actions. 

Although we believe Mr. Stettinius has func- 
tioned very creditably as Secretary of State, his 
departure has been regarded as a “must” ever 
since Mr. Roosevelt died. In the first place, he 
was not chosen as a creative formulator of Amer- 
ican foreign policy, but as an executive to carry 
out the Roosevelt ideas. Secondly, he is hard- 
ly of the stature, experience or political avail- 
ability to be President, which he would be under 
the Succession Act if Mr. Truman failed to live 
out his term. 

While there are question marks about Mr. 
Byrnes, he is an extremely able public official 
with long experience in Congress, a former Su- 
preme Court Justice, a man whose skill and good 
judgment have been well put to use in various 
wartime assignments. He is exceedingly popu- 
lar in Congress and has an extraordinary talent 
for getting along with men and inspiring them 
to get along with one another. 

However, we are skeptical as to the originality 
of Mr. Byrnes’s mind, and do not think he has 
the imaginative sweep to create a truly majestic 
American foreign policy. There is a man in 
America’ whose mentality and imagination are 
equal to the task—we allude, of course, to Sum- 
ner Welles—but he obviously was never consid- 
ered by Mr. Truman for the first Cabinet post. 

We have seen too much, however, of the 
growth of men in high office to be too pessimis- 
tic about the choice of Byrnes. Mr. Truman him- 
self is a fine example pf a man who has shown 
great capacity for growth and self-development 
in times of severe test. So we are pulling for 
Mr. Byrnes at least to provide us with an inte- 
grated foreign policy, one in keeping with Amer- 
ican tradition and the immense sacrifices we 
are making in the war. We can be sure that, if 
anything happened to Mr. Truman, the country 
would have a steady hand on the helm, 
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Lesson for Air-Power Fanatics 

Of all the lessons in warfare taught by the 
defeat of Germany, one of the most impressive 
is that driven home to the air-power fanatics, 
who commanded a considerable following in the 
early stages of the conflict. They wanted to 
concentrate the whole war effort on aviation, 
and their theory can be expressed by quoting one 
sentence from William B. Ziff, one of the most 
vociferous of the school. Telling how to defeat 
Germany, he wrote in 1942: “Air power alone, 
completely unassisted by other arms, could cer- 
tainly gain the decision.”' . 

Fortunately, Allied war leaders did not fall in 
with this obsession. They built tremendous air 
forces, and also developed the ground and naval 
forces to high efficiency. Gen. Eisenhower 
summed up the result in his press conference of 
Friday: 

There is no such thing as a separate “air” 
war, aS a separate “‘ground”’ war and as a 
separate “sea” war. ... In all cases, it is 
the integration of all types of those powers 
and forms of war that brings you your an- 
swer in the quickest possible way. ... All 
through the campaign from June 6 of 1944 
to the date of the final collapse, the chief 
characteristic, in my mind, was the complete 
and constant co-ordination between the air 
and the ground. 

Let’s hope that all the air-power crusaders 
have taken to their parachutes and are safely 


down to earth by this time. 
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The Rise of North Carolina

What physical endowment North Ca- 
rolina had was speedily spent by ruinous tillage, 
leaving a land of mountains, piedmont and pine 
barrens. Yet their descendants outstrip prouder 
neighbors. 

In the last analysis, the rise or fall of any 
people defies a full accounting; a part remains 
mystery. Perhaps the special virtue of North 
Carolina, called ‘“‘a valley of humiliation between 
two mountaips of conceit,” Virginia and South 
Carolina, is knowing how to take pride in small 
measured doses that leave a taste for the 
morrow.

GI crusaders liked the British but were soured when they found 
that people they liberated wouldn't help except for high pay; hor- 
of rified at concentration camps and baffled at developments, they 
return hoping to put Europe behind them forever, writer says.

He came over to Britain as a crusader. 
He was still a crusader when he landed 
in Normandy. But we had better face it 
—GI Joe ig going home feeling uncertain. 

He is going back knowing he has done 
a good job in licking the Germans and is 
satisfied that it had to be done. 

But as he looks back at the dimming 
coastline of Europe he wonders if that Con- 
tinent does not deserve what it gets. 

And he does not just wonder. Being an 
American, he says it out loud—and when 
he gets back home he will go on saying it. 

I have been with the Americans in battle. 
In Normandy I saw those new soldiers in 
their greatest hour. It was on the pattern 
of the ordinary people of Britain—the peo- 
ple who had “taken it’—that so many of 
the GIs patterned their approach to death. 


The GIs Are Disillusioned 


Often their admiration for the British 
people and their gratitude for hospitality 
were embarrassing. The GIs are going 
home to tell the home folks that the British 
are “swell guys.” They are going home 
satisfied the British were worth helping. 

But that is only part of the story of the 
Yanks in Europe. The crusader spirit did 
not outlast the summer of 1944. 

As the GI became more experienced in 
battle he became more objective in his view 
of the Continent. 

There came a disillusionment, and be- 
fore long almost every American fighting 
man had one fighting aim—to get back 
home, That was what he was fighting for. 

I first began to note the change after 
the liberation of Paris. 

The “Dogfaces’’—the new term for the 
American soldiers, GI is outdated—-were 
shocked, They saw their buddies maimed 
or killed so that people could apparently go 
on living an undisturbed life, 

The homing ‘Americans are taking with 
them not-too-complimentary thoughts on 
some of the people of the occupied nations, 

An American General with whom I talked 
just after we had broken the Siegfried line, 
said: “I wonder what these people (the 
Huns) will be like. Certainly most of those 
behind us didn’t seem to care whether they 
were liberated or not.” 


Soured on the Continent 


His words express what a lot of Dogfaces 
are thinking as they sail home. Others 
say: “We are to blame, because we didn’t 
come in sooner. And while we stayed out 
the Huns got to work on these people and 
melted all the guts out of them.” 

It was the little things that hit the Dog- 
face and soured him on the Continent. 

In Britain so many people had done little 
things for him. Then he found himself 
dealing with people who, for the most part, 
would do nothing without being paid—and 
high pay. 

So he became a little disgusted and just 
went in to kill Huns so that he could get 
home, And you all know he killed abun- 
dantly—killed and destroyed. 

By this time the Dogface began to con- 
sider the Hun as the best soldier in the 
world—next to the American and ti Briton 
—and he began to realize that the idea one 


day Hitler might have assailed the United 
States was not as big a laugh ag he had 
thought back home. 


These Huns were dangerous, mighty clev- 
er and tough. They must be beaten good 
and hard. It came as a shock to most Dog- 
faces to realize that the “line” about fight- 
ing to keep America safe wasn’t just a 
political tag. 


What They'll Tell the Folks 


That sank home as the American grave- 
mounds spread acrosg the acres in places 
like the great cemetery near Liege. The 
deeper we went into Germany the more the 
Americans discovered how much bombing 
the German civilians had taken—and had 
still kept going. 

The Americans admired the way the Ger- 
man people had taken the bombing and 
carried on—until we got to the core of 
Nazism, the concentration camps. 


I doubt if anyone will ever understand 
the effect those horror camps had upon 
the fighting men who saw them. It couldn’t 
have happened better than they should have 
come so near to the end. 

Thousands of Dogfaces are going home 
with the memory of the terrible things they 
saw there still red-fresh in their minds, 

These camps explained the apparent su- 
perhuman stoicism of the German people 
under the lash of bombing, The answer be- 
came simple—you might survive bomb- 
ing, but not the Gestapo and the concen- 
tration camp. 

The Dogfaces are going home to tell their 
folks about the concentration camps. 


The American soldier has seen thousands 
of the released “slave workers,” who were 
treated like cattle. But he has seen plen- 
ty, too, who didn’t get along too badly, 
had German “wives,” and if they return 
home will leave children behind them, 


A Tough Fighting Man 


What the American combat soldier thinks 
about all this is neatly expressed by the 
man who said to me:- “Europe today is like 
a Russian salad, and sorting it out is go- 
ing to be one helluva job.” 

The average American goldier is more 
than baffled at the way things have shaped 
lately. That explains the homecoming let- 
ters he is writing—‘‘The fighting is fin- 
ished; now it’s politics, and they make 
war look clean.” 

I have seen little solid change in the 
make-up of the Dogface while he ha’ been 
in Europe, except his deepening conviction 
that America is the finest country in the 
world, and his desire to put Europe behind 
him forever. 

These are my abiding impressions of the 
Dogface, who came in raw, attuned him- 


self to war from the temper of the British . 


people, went in there and, in record time, 
became as tough a fighting man as there 
is in the world—serious, generous, perhaps 
a little quieter than he had been, but, 
above all, tough,

A Sharp Blast at Determinism 
In an Excitingly Logical Book 


‘Fate and Freedom: A Philosophy for Free Amert-~ 
cans,’’ by Jerome Frank. (Simon & Schuster, New 
York.) 

Jerome Frank, Federal Judge, former 
SEC chairman, learned in law and philos 
ophy, is an out-and-out Utopian. As such, 
he believes firmly that the world can be 
made as good as we think we can make it. 
In this book he attacks the inhibitions that 
now prevent any effective attempt to de 
Sign or erect such qa “brave new world.” 

The inhibitions boi] down to one: the be- 
lief in determinism, the belief that what 
we are and what we do is determined by 
forces outside of us and beyond our con- 
trol. For Frank, this age-old quarrel is 
not so much a problem of theology as of 
history, sociology, economics and science. 

* * * 


The advocates of determinism today are 
historians who believe in absolute historical 
laws and irresistible historical trends, soci- 
ologists who believe that the group deter- 
mines and explains the individual and 
scientists who believe that organic and in- 
organic behavior follows natural laws 
strictly and can be predicted accurately. 

Frank attacks these villains of the 
modern world—Hegel, Freud, Einstein, etc., 
—on their own ground. He cites history 
against the historians, social facts against 
the sociologists, mathematics and labora- 
tory research against the scientists. 

The course that history takes at any mo- 
ment is a toss-up, he says, determined by 
chance and the choice of free individuals. 
Group behavior is determined by indi- 
viduals, not vice versa. The economic man 
is a‘ vicious fiction. Science, at best accu- 
rately statistical, at worst -is elaborate 
guesswork based on incomplete data. 

There are plenty of targets for Judge 
Frank. It is the superb marshalling of 
extremely varied material, the enthusiastic 
but always incisive presentation, and above 
all the logical persistence with which he 
focuses his ideas that distinguish the book, 


rather than the originality of the ideas. 
. . * 


Frank never strays long from his point 
that the pessimism, hopelessness and fear 
that color our approach to postwar prob- 
lems are engendered by the false and un- 
congenial analysis preached at us by the 
dominant schools of history, sociology, ecor 
nomics and science. 

Frank will of course be answered, prob 
ably very effectively.. He will be, as he 
admits, quoted against Himself, particularly 
by historians, But it will be hard to down 
thg simplicity of his germinal conviction, 
that as long as he can move his hand 
either to the right or to the left, as long 
as he can vote either Democrat or Re- 
publican, it is possible for him to. be free 
if he so chooses, 

Those who consider ideas important will 
find this an exciting book. Even the 
seven appendices that make up the last 
third of it are solidly satisfying.

With only two exceptions, every ship was restored to service 
in amazingly short time, not only repaired but .-modernized. so ef- 
fectively that many of them literally were better than new. 


It was a job that was pushed 
through in the sternest sort of 
urgency, had it failed, an invasion 
of the West Coast easily might 
have followed. the change in the 
tide of war certainly would have 
been long delayed. 

The story of how Americans 
fought in the inferno of Dec. 7, 
1941, has teen told and retold. 
The story of how Americans 
worked .n the days that followed 
is equally heroic. 

It largely is the story of R. 
Adm. (then Captain) Claude Sex- 
ton Gillette one of the most ex- 
perienced naval engineers in the 
service. Now naval supervisor of 
shipbuilding at the Electric Boat 
Ce. in Groton, he then was boss 
of the industrial department of 
the Pearl Harbor base, a post he 
had held since 1939 

When Gillette went to Pearl 
Harbor the base was little more 
than a way-station for the fleet, 
then based principally at San 
Pedro, Calif. It employed about 
1800 civilian workers — half the 
average in continenta’ navy yards. 
It had one large graving (dry) 
dock that never had overhauled a 
capital ship, ane one smajj marine 


devised to test compartments be- 
fore opening them. 

“It was a hellish stench,” said 
the Admiral, “and the broiling 
tropical sun made it worse. It 
was also treacherous stuff. When 
you could smell it you were safe. 
But in concentrated form 
seemed to have the ability to 
anesthetize the nasal nerves and 
men dropped quickly.” 


Oil Covered Harbor. 


While all this was going on, the 
surface oil was the biggest, most 
persistent headache. Thousands of 
tons of fuel had been released by 
the sinking, punctured ships and, 
since there is little tidal rise and 
fall in narrow mouthed Pearl 
Harbor, it stayed there. 

It emulsified with the surface 
sea water and made a heavy 
viscous layer, one and one-half to 
two inches thick, loaded down 
with harbor and salvage debris. 

Every time a drydock was 
opened, the fiJth swilled in and 
seeped into damaged ships, coated 
the side walls of drydocks and 
everything in them.

One Fortunate Circumstance.

Here was a lucky break, if any- 
thing connected with Pearl Har- 
bor could be called lucky. The 
Pennsylvania was aft in her dock, 
on the harbor end, and the de- 
stroyers, Cassin and Downes, 
berthed with her, were forward, 
nearest land, 

Had their "positions been re- 
versed, the drydock would have 
been blocked hopelessly by the 
wreckage of the destroyers: The 
Cassin, with more than 170 punc- 
tures in her hull, was blown off 
her blocks on top of the Downes, 
which had more than 350 jagged 
holes in her, plus internal damage 
caused by a chance hit that deto- 
nated four torpedo warheads, 

As it was, the Pennsylvania was 
repaired completely in 12 days 
and moved out, permitting utiliza- 
tion of the dock by other capital 
ships. 

Within two weeks, as a matter 
of fact, the Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land and Tennessee all were at 
sea again.

Summer Months Are Worst 
For Storms, Navy 
Charts Show. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP)— 
With the final mop-up of enemy 
forces on Okinawa in sight, Amer- 
ican forces on that island in Ja- 
pan’s backyard now are facing an- 
other serious, but natural, threat. 

That section of the globe is mov- 
ing into the height of the annual 
typhoon season. Okinawa well 
might be named “Typhoon June- 
tion.” Navy meteorological charts 
showing the path of typhoons in 
the area look like pictures of 
giant spiders with Okinawa as 
the body and the typhoon paths 
as the legs. 

Records show the period from 
January to April having the area’s 
lowest typhoon expectancy. In 
May, however, the storms begin to 
appear, generally following paths 
over the Philippines, Formosa and 
the East China Sea with some oc- 
casionally recurving over the Oki- 
nawa group. 

In June, two major paths are 
followed—one across the northern 
Philippines to the China coast and 
the other through the Okinawa 
group into southern Japan. Rec- 
ords show that from 1901 to 1940 
there was an average of one ty- 
phoon every June in the area. 

July, August and early Septem- 
ber is the main typhoon season, 
averaging three to four a month. 
From late September through De- 
cember the frequency of typhoons 
subsides, 

By a freak of nature, the China 
coast in the vicinity of the 
Yangtze river is singularly free of 
typhoons, 


CHINESE NEARER LIUCHOW,

CHUNGKING, June 16 (AP)— 
Chinese troops fought closer to 
the former American air base of 
Liuchow in south China tonight 
while other assault forces) ham- 
mered at the gates of Wenchow, 
on China’s east coast.

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He says the President, by the 
early autumn of 1938, was so wor- 
ried over the international situa- 
tion and the possibility of war 
that he took measures to inform 
the German government of his 
willingness to meet Adolf Hitler, 
Benito Mussolini and Neville 
Chamberlain, then Britain’s Prime 
Minister, in the Azores for a con- 
ference. 


Once Worked for Ford. 

The Hohenzolltrn Prince, a one- 
time employe of the Ford com- 
pany in Detroit, first told me of 
this mission in 1988; at that time 
I promised to keep it confidential. 
(Lochner was chief of the former 
Associated Press bureau in Ber- 
lin up to the time of Pearl Har- 
bor.) Now Prince Louis Ferdi- 
nand has agreed that there is no 
longer any reason for withholding 
this interesting detail of recent 
history. 

The Prince, 37 years old, is the 
second son of Crown Prince 
Friedrich Wilhelm. More or less 
a refugee, he is living in modest 
comfort with his wife, the former 
Russian Grand Duchess Kyra, 
and their five children in the 
home of a former physician to 
the late Kaiser. 


Prince’s Story. 

This is the story of the Roose- 
velt peace gesture as the Prince 
tells it: 

When he and his bride went on 
their wedding trip around the 
world in 1938 they were guests of 
the Roosevelts and he had many 
confidential chats with the Presi- 
dent on the dangers of Nazism 
and its imperialistic and militaris- 
tic threats. 

Before the young pair departed 
for Germany, Roosevelt, as was 
sometimes his practice, by-passed 
official channels to convey a deli- 
cate proposal which, on account 
of its unofficial nature, could at 
any time be disavowed by either 
the proponent or the recipient. 

He entrusted Louis Ferdinand 
with sounding out Ribbentrop on 
the possibility of a personal, heart- 
to-heart meeting of the American 
President, the German fuehrer, 
the Italian dictator and the Brit- 
ish Prime Minister. Roosevelt 
gave him the message orally, the 
Prince said. 

“Ribbentrop, of course, was to 
take the matter up with Hitler,” 


| Louis Ferdinand said. “If he (Hit- 


ler) reacted fa orably, the propo- 
sal then could be transformed in- 
to an official one through the 
customary channels.” 
Received No Reply. 

Returning to Germany late in 
the autumn of 1938, tne Prince 
prepared a memorandum to Rib- 
bentrop setting forth that he was 
charged with communicating cer- 
tain information from the Ameri- 
can President unofficially to the 
German government. 

Ribbentrop did not ecknowledge 
receipt of the Prince’s note. 

Then a reply revealing Hitler's 
attitude toward the President 
came in quite a different manner 
than the one expected, Christmas 
was approaching, so the young 
Hohenzollern sent a message to 
the Roosevelt’s thanking them for 
their hospitality and extending 
the season’s greetings. 

Hardly had the telegram been 
handed in when a Luftwaffe offi- 
cer appeared. Louis Ferdinand 
then was serving in the German 
air force. 

“I have been sent by Marshal 
Goering to demand how you 
dared communicate with our 
Fuehrer’s greatest enemy,” the 
officer said. “Our Fuehrer per- 
sonally ordered the marshal to 
investigate.

Army Doubling Number of Its Special Troop 
Cars— Top Freight Load to Be 


Reached 


in April. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP) 
-—With an eye to the problem of 
moving a million and a half mem 
over the American railroads in 


the peak load month of Decem- 
ber, the Army is doubling the 
number of its special troop cars. 

The Army’s Transportation 
Corps estimated today that 24,- 
500 Pullman cars, 11,385 coaches 
and 6375 baggage cars will be 
needed in December. This will 
“tax to the utmost the rail facili- 
ties of the nation, and especially 
those over which the west coast 
ports of embarkation are _ ser- 
viced,” the corps said in a sum- 
mary of problems connected th 
redeploying 3,100,000 troops be- 
fore next May. 

The corps already has 1200 
triple-deck troop sleepers and 380 
kitchen cars. Beginning in Aug- 
ust, it will receive the first of 
1200 more sleepers and 400 kitch- 
en cars. 

3000 a Day at New York. 

The pressure of redeployment 
will be so great, the Army said, 
that the port of New York will 
average 3000 soldiers arriving 
daily for the 12 months ending 
next May. Boston and Hampton 
roads will average about 1500 a 
day. Others will debark at New 
‘Orleans. 

About 50,000 men a month will 
be returned from Europe by air. 

The announcement reported for 
the first time detailed figures 
for the eastern and Gulf ports 
which handled the outbound flow 
of men and materia! to the Euro- 
pean fronts between Pearl Harbor 
and the end of last April.

May Use German Liners. 

Discussing its proposal to have 

all troops except those assigned for 
garrison duty out of Europe in 
about one year, the Army said 
that “some slight acceleration” will 
be possible if captured @nemy pas- 
senger liners can be put into serv- 
ice rapidly. Experts now are in 
Europe studying this. The Army 
said it believes that at least eight 
German liners, including the Euro- 
pa, can be pressed into — service 
without too much delay. 
- The Army expects to use about 
370 ships to bring troops back 
from Europe, compared with 287 
used in outbound service. Of the 
total, 50 will be American, three 
British (the Queen Mary and 
Queen Elizabeth and the Acqui- 
tania) and 317 converted cargo 
ships of the Victory and Liberty 
classes, 

The peak month for the move- 
ment of troops out of Europe will 
be August, when about 400,000 men 
will sail from ports in that area. 
¥ Freight Peak Next April. 

Although the peak month for 
troop movement in this country 
will occur in December, the Army 
estimates that the top load for 
freight will not be reached until 
next April. At that time, it is es- 
timated, more than 11,000,000 tons 
of cargo will be handled by rail, 
highway and inland waterway. 
Highway motor carriers are ex- 
pected to handle about 9 or 10 per 
cent of the load, waterways about

The Army said that the differ- 
ence in time for peak loads of 
troops and cargo does not mean 
soldiers will arrive in the Pacific 
before their equipment.

Criminals of First World 
War Escaped Retribution 
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man Government. But did the 
trial get under way? Hardly. The 
only thing that got under way was 
a series of delays and evasions. 
The Germans said some of the ac- 
cused had disappeared. Others 
were living abroad or could not be 
traced. So it was decided at a 
conference in Spain in July, 1920, 
that the Allies, instead of the 
Germans, would collect the evi- 
dence. 

It wasn’t until May, 1921—two 
and a half years after the end of 
the war—that the first trials were 
held in Leipzig. Seven defendants 
were included in the first case. 


Of the seven, three were officers 
of a U-boat which had sunk a 
British hospital ship without warn- 
- ing and then shelled and sunk 
lifeboats containing hundreds of 
survivors, in order to cover up evi- 
dence of their crime. The com- 
mander and one lieutenant com- 
mander of the U-boat could never 
be found at home when the process 
server arrived. Another lieutenant 
commander, Kar] Neumann, was 
tried and acquitted. Two lieuten- 
ants on the U-boat, named Dith- 
‘mar and Boldt, also were tried in 
connection with the ramming of 
the hospital ship. They were not 
a part of the original batch of 
seven, but were tried later. They 
told, with quiet arrogance, how 
the U-boat had rammed the hos- 
pital ship and of how the U-boat 
then surfaced and rammed life- 
boats, shooting the occupants. The 
commander, they said, announced 
his intention of leaving no sur- 
vivors who could tell on him, but 
one lifeboat got away. 


Sentenced to Four Years. 


Dithmar and Boldt were found 
guilty and sentenced to four years 
each in prison. Which would have 
been fine, though moderate, ex- 
cept that Dithmar, instead of to 
prison, was sent te a detention 
home where he had a private 
room and wore civilian clothes, 
and a few months later was found 
to have flown the coop. The pris- 
on officials deplored this. But he 
wasn't found. And when the 
prison officials came to inquire 
about Boldt, it was found that he 
too had vanished. 

The German nation, instead of 
condemning its prison system, 
sang the praises of the escaped 
submarine officers. 

Getting back to the trials, three 
more of the original seven were 
soldiers chargea with mistreating 
prisoners of war. One of them 
was sentenced to 10 months, two 
others to six months imprison- 
ment. 

Captain Emil Mueller was. one 
of the men who set the pattern 
for German prison camps _ in 
World War II. In his camp the 
sanitary conditions were appalling 
—infectious diseases, lice and ul- 
cers were common, sick men were 
compelled to work, blows from 


the captain’s riding cane were the 


rule, 

It was his particular pleasure 
and amusement to drive his horse 
into the ranks of prisoners. as 
they stood at attention, so that 
many were kiuocked down and 
trampled. 

But the court didn’t construe 
these acts as ill-treatment or as 
insult, merely as “excessive keen- 
ness.” So it was decided that he 
had not, according to German 
standards, behaved disgracefully, 
“that His honvr as a citizen and 
officer was untarnished.” They 
gave him six months. 

Gen, Stenger was brought to 
trial for having issued an order, 
in. August,’ 1914, that “beginning 
today no more prisoners will be 
taken. All prisoners, whether 
wounded or not, must be de- 
stroyed.” Numerous German wit- 
nesses testified he had issued the 
order and had enforced the mur- 
ders. Maj. Crusius was charged 
with having carried out his order. 
German witnesses admitted they 
had killed prisoners under Cru- 
sius’s orders and they accused 
Crusius of having shot many with 
his own hand, 


General Acquitted. 


But the court decided that Maj. 
Crusius had misinterpreted some 
strong language of the general, 
and the general was acquitted. 
When he came from the court- 
room he was carrying flowers 
given him by worshipful admirers 
and he received so many letters of 
congratulations that he had to 
buy space in the newspapers to 
thank the senders. 

As for Crusius, he was acquitted 
on most of the charges because 
the Court found he was “not mas- 
ter of his nerves”; he was sen- 
tenced on one charge of man- 
slaughter to two years imprison- 
ment, 

After nine trials, the Allied mis- 
sion quit Leipzig in disgust. In 
1922 an Allied commission of in- 
quiry decided it. was useless to 
proceed with further trials and 
that the German Government 
should be required to hand over 
the remaining accused to the 
Allies for trial. 

At this the Germans fairly ex- 
ploded with righteous indignation 
and outraged innocence. They not 
only refused to hand over the ac- 
cused, but decided to continue 
with the trials at Leipzig, in the 
absence of any Allied delegation. 
In December, 1922, a fresh batch 
of about 93 was brought to trial. 
In the vast majority of cases there 
was no public hearing; only six 
resulted in cOndemnation. As to 
the others, either their “inno- 
cence” was proved, or it was de- 
clared “their misdeeds were not 
covered by German law.” 

The farce was played out to the 
end, but the audience had long 
since gone home. Thus were the 
German war criminals of World 
War I brought to justice.

EUROPEAN TAPESTRIES EXHIBIT 
AT FOREST PARK MUSEUM 


An exhibit of 38 colorful and 
rare European tapestries of the 
fifteenth to eighteenth centuries 
opened today at the City Art 
Museum in Forest Park. The tap- 
estries, hung in the main sculp- 
ture court and the large galler- 
ies off the*court, will remain on 
show until July 18. 

The collection, lent to the mu- 
seum by French and Company, 
New York art dealers, is valued 
at $370,000, and is probably the 
finest of its kind ever shown in 
St. Louis. Most of the tapes. 
tries are woven after designs by 
famous painters of the times 
The brilliant colors of the woven 
fabric, achieved by the blending 
of wool and silk metal threads, 
have remained unfaded. 


The tapestries range in size 
from three by four feet to 20 by 


13. They were created by English, 
German, Italian, French and 
Flemish artists. The most well. 
known in the collection at the 
museum is “The Obsequies of 
Decius Mus,” by the seventeenth 
century Flemish weaver Franz 
van der Hecke, copied from a 
cartoon by Peter Paul Rubens. It 
is based on an episode in the life 
ar Decius Mus, Roman Consul of 
the third century, B. C.

a lag in public medical facilities. 

The only adequate medical 
school in the state is the four-year 
school at Duke, the privately en- 
dowed university at Durham, but 
an over-all plan is pending before 
the General Assembly’ which 
would raise the standards of the 
medical school at the University 
of North Carolina and provide 
adequate medical care in rural 
communities. 

Even the casual visitor to North 
Carolina cannot fail to remark a 
special pride taken by the average 
citizen in the university, now ob- 
serving its sesqui-centennial. It is 
no accident. Through the decades 
it has advocated lifting the masses 
above mediocrity rather than cul- 
tivation of the Jeffersonian con- 
cept of an intellectual aristocracy. 

It touches intimately the daily 
lives of the people in many ways 
and stands today as a citadel of 
constructive liberalism despite at- 
tacks of certain textile and other 
“big business” interests who pro- 
fess to regard Dr. Graham as a 
dangerous radical. They look 
askance upon his conception that 
the worker and the corporation 
meet on equal terms on the tax- 
supported campus and frequently 
bemoan his public allusions to 
“privileged interests.” 

University a Forum. 

But the university’s halls con- 
tinue to be a forum for all the 
people, apart from its widely rec- 
ognized curriculum, Men of all 
creeds and opinions have spoken 
there, including Earl Browder, 
Norman Thomas, Philip Murray, 
exponents of various factions in 
labor and Negro leaders. It has 
become not only a cultural center 
but a center for industrial, racial 
and labor relations. The Southern 
Council on International Relations 
has its headquarters at Chapel 
Hill, 

The University of North Caro- 
lina Press, with provocative pub- 
lications ranging from books on 
racial relations to texts and 
novels, has attained national rec- 
ognition as an exemplar of a free 
press and as a spur to a grow- 
ing liberal movement in_ the 
South. 

The university goes to the people 
also through its extension serv- 
ice, which reaches 250,000 persons 
in developing a popular apprecia- 
tion of drama, music and litera- 
ture. Dramatic festivals are held 
each spring at Chapel Hill and a 
state symphony orchestra, oper- 
ated on a co-operative basis and 
made up of community groups, 
tours the state and plays at the 
university. . 

But it is the Institute of Gov- 
ernment that best epitomizes the 
university’s contribution to good 
government. Founded 13 years 
ago by Albert Coates, professor of 
law at the university, on an idea 
and no money it has developed 
into a central clearing house for 
exchange of information regard- 
ing efficient methods of local gov- 
ernment, It is also a medium of 
co-ordination between public offi- 
Cials, citizens and the schools in 
a program for raising the stand- 
ards of governmental practice by 


lifting the poorest practices to. 


the level of the best. 
Exchange Experiences. 

For the first time in the his- 
tory of North Carolina the rural 
constable, the Sheriff, the State 
patrolman and the.city cop are 
sitting down together, exchanging 
common experiences, learning the 
latest methods of law enforcement 
and the correct interpretation of 
the laws back of it and co-operat- 
ing for the common good, That, 
in itself, is a major miracle, for 
official jealousies were not easily 
broken down. The institution's 
crime laboratory is given a top 
rating by the F.B.I. 

Every type of public official 
comes to the institute, from the 
obscure mountain Justice of the 
Peace to Circuit judges. There 
are tax assessors and county 
treasurers, public works officials, 
city, county and state health of- 
ficials, municipal officeholders, 
election commissioners, legisla- 
tors, civilian defense officials, 
representatives of civic groups 
and just plain citizens. 

School sessions are timed so as 
to have the most practical effect. 
Classes of officials meet just 
before time to perform their prin- 
cipal duties, as in the case of tax 
officials who assemble just before 
tax listing time. 

The schools, consisting of 14- 
day sessions for each class of of- 
ficial, are held semi-annually. 
They are supplemented by district

ties, which were acquired mainly) 
through tradition, now feel them 
selves a part of the scheme ol 
things. They have become state- 
minded. This year, for the first 
time, a radio hook-up connected 
all of the courthouses in the 
state and local officers took the 
oath of office on the same pro- 


ration of Gov. R. Gregg Cherry 
The Governor told the writer the 
institute had “given us _ better 
government; a more enlightened 
citizenship.” 

“T found that officers had as 
much intelligence in dealing with 
situations as professors with sub- 
jects,” Coates said, “so our lessons 
are based on _ situations, rather 
than theories. We keep away from 
the black and white dogma of pro- 
fessional reformers and_ starry- 
eyed idealists. We work with what 
we have. 

Still Going to School, 

“We are still going to school to 
officials all over North Carolina. 
Some of them have never finished 
grammar school. But they have 
taught us more about the actual 
operations of government than we 
had learned from any classroom. 
They taught us the difference be- 
tween literacy and_ intelligence. 

“Not that these men did not see 


schools, at which specific topics 
are discussed in 6-hour sessions, 
and by local training schools in 
many places, taught by officials 
who have attended the institute. 

Only a fraction of the _ insti- 
tute’s work is in the classroom. 
It issues guidebooks, setting forth 
the law and the law’s application 
as exemplified in everyday life. 
They are in well-thumbed use now 
in city halls, county courthouses, 
state departments, and federal 
agencies throughout North Caro- 
lina. They are written so simply 
and concretely that anyone with 
common sense may read and un- 
derstand them, Yet they are as 
legally sound as a Supreme Couft 
brief. They are, in effect, manuals 
of practical government. 

Monthly Magazine. 

Besides the guidebooks, giving 
specialized information to each 
type of official, from Sheriff to 
County Clerk, the institute issues 
a monthly magazine, entitled Pop- 
ular Government, which keeps 
abreast of current developments 
and answers questions from hun- 
dreds of readers, Some legal que- 
ries are answered directly by the 
State’s Attorney-General. 

Members of the institute’s staff 
attend -every proceeding of the 
General Assembly. After each 
day’s session they digest each bill 
introduced, record the status of 
all others in the legislative hop- 
per, mimeograph the results and 
send them out in time to catch 
the midnight mails. The next 
morning the digests are on the 
desks of members of the General 
Assembly, the Governor, all state 
and federal agency heads, and 
in the hands of: officials in the 
state’s 100 county courthouses 
and 300 city halls. 

After adjournment of the Legis- 
lature, the laws relating to every 
unit of government, from state 
departments to townships, are 
summarized and classified. They 
are sent to every official, and sub- 
sequent Supreme Court decisions 
and other official interpretations 
are set forth in the institute’s 
magazine. Calendars defining the 
statutory duties of each official 
and the time they must be per- 
formed are set up in offices all 
over the state. 

A daily stream of questions pour 
in. A small-town police chief 
wants to know if he may issue 
warrants. A welfare officer wants 
an explanation of the law provid- 
ing for the placement and adoption 
of infants. An apartment-house 
dweller asks whether he may carry 
a weapon in the building. 

Does Not Seek Reform. 

The institute does not advo- 
cate anything. It does not seek 
to reform. It simply relies on 
the common sense of the average 
man. As a result, reforms have 
come of themselves, It is esti- 
mated that improved tax collec- 
tions alone have added “hundrgds 
of thousands” to revenue. pli- 
cation and confusion in other gov- 
ernmental departments have been 
cut down. Local governments are 
fast becoming streamlined. 

The intangible results are even 
greater. Suspicion has given way 
to trust. Officials who never 


dreamed of working with other 


officers are doing so now and 
liking it. Many obscure rural 
office-holders, some of whom only

So he set out to bridge the gap 
between theory and practice.

“I concluded that the schools of 
North Carolina were .every year 
graduating 30,000 boys and girls 
who might be able to read a page 
of foreign text,” Coates said, “but 
could not read their own munici- 
pal balance sheet; able to track 
Caesar and Cicero around Rome 
and were yet unable to find their 
way around their own courthouse 
with the result that thousands of 
officials were periodically going 
into office knowing nothing of 
their powers and duties and thou- 
sands of citizens were periodically 


understanding of the structure 
and the workings of their govern- 
mental institutions.” 
Establishment of the institute 
was a long, uphill, fight. Coates 
jeopardized his job, at one time 
lived with his wife 
room and ate only through the 
credit of a friendly restaurant 
owner. Nearly every cent he

It has been described 
by the National University Exten- 
sion Association as offering the 
most distinctive extensional work 
in the nation. It was evaluated 
also by Dean Roscoe Pound of 
the Harvard Law School, who ob- 
served: “I doubt whether any- 
thing which has taken place in 
connection with American Govern- 
ment in the present century is as

Governor, and again two years 
later when he won a Senate seat.

In 1938 he went to Europe as a 
delegate to the Interparliamentary 
Union at The Hague, returning to 
plead for an international confer- 
ence to establish a pattern for per- 
manent peace. He defended the 
neutrality law and introduced a 
bill to bar the exportation of scrap 
metal. In 1940 he quit his Senate 
seat to accept presidential appoint- 
ment as United States 
Judge of the Eastern District of 
Washington, a lifetime job had 
he chosen to keep it,

WASHINGTON, June 16, 
RIENDS of Senator Chandler 
(Dem.), Kentucky, are talking 
guardedly about an effort to 
place his Virginia-born wife in his 
Senate seat when he takes over as 
baseball’s high commissioner. The 
only thing fantastic about the plan 
is that the Governor of Kentucky, 
with whom the appointment of 
Chandler’s successor rests, is Re- 
publican Simeon §S. Willis. 

But, so the story goes in the 
cloakrooms, in return for the in- 
terim appointment lasting until 
the election next November, Chan- 
dler Democrats would throw sup- 
port to Willis for the remainder 
of Chandler’s unexpired term. 

Willis’ term as Governor expires 
in December 1947: Chandler’s as 
Senator in January 1949. Chan- 
dler is expected to leave the 
Senzte some time this summer. 

The Senate has been without a 
woman member since Hattie Cara- 
way of Arkansas retired last Janu- 
ary.

The Ballet Lured Him 
From the Prize Ring

EORGE L. CHURCH is probably the only dancer in 
(5 world who started out as a heavyweight boxer, 
wrestler, and weight lifter. He says now that he went 
into ballet because he decided that a ballerina would be more 
pleasant and easier to lift 
than a 280-pound weight. He 
set a world record of 280 
pounds for the one-arm-over- 
head lift, when he was just 
18, in his home town of 
Springfield, Mass. He at- 
tributes his first Broadway 
job to the fact that he was 
the only male applicant who 
could lift the 135-pound star 
ballerina with ease. That 
was back in 1934, with the 
Michael Fokine ballet. The 
dancer is currently appear- 
ing at the Municipal Opera 
in “Jubilee” and will have a 
dancing part in “The 
O’Brien Girl,” which opens 
tomorrow night. These are 
his first professional appear- 
ances in St. Louis and his 
initial return to the stage 
ONLY HE COULD LIFT THE since his recent discharge 
; BALLERINA. from the Army Special Serv- 
ices. At the age of 17, Church won the ski-jumping cham- 
pionship of New England. The next year he became a heavy- 
weight boxer and wrestler, competing in those two sports for 
the next three years.

@ “I DECIDED THAT I WANTED TO BE a dancer after 
seeing a performance of the Ballet Russe,” he said. “I was 
just 21, but in the world of ballet, that’s too old to start 
learing. I showed up in my wrestling trunks at the studios 
of six ballet masters before I found one who would take me. 
All the others said I was too heavy (I weighed 220 then) and 
too old. Anatole Bourman, of Springfield, Mass., who had 
been an associate and close friend of Nijinsky, became my 
teacher. He had danced in the old Diagheleff Ballet—and he 
became a great inspiration to me, Since my home was 21 
miles outside of Springfield, he allowed me to sleep on a cot 
in his studio. He 7 allowed me to eat my meals in his 
home, For one yearf’I lived and breathed ballet. I worked 
so hard that at the end of 12 months Bourman told me I was 
ready to look for a job.”

Church's first appearance was with the Fokine 
ballet, which appeared for a summer at the Lewisohn 
Stadium in New York, accompanied by the New York 
Philharmonic Orchestra. The ballerina was Betty 
Bruce, present star of “Up in Central Park.” When 
the summer engagement was finished, Church was hired 
as a solo dancer at the Radio City Music Hall, but con- 
tinued to study every minute of his spare time. His 
next part was that of a chorus boy in the New York 
musical, “Thumbs Up,” where he was “discovered” by 
John Murray Anderson, who gave him an opportunity 
to do bits in the “Ziegfeld Follies,” the following season.

“IT TAKES A LOT OF BREAKS TO GET any place in 
the theater,” the dancer said, “Sometimes the most brilliant 
performers work for years unrecognized. Then some little 
thing happens which puts them on top. I'll never forget how 
good Bob Hope was to me in those days. He’s a wonderful 
fellow. I was living with Edgar Bergen, who also had a part 
in the ‘Follies.’ Bergen was fired during the season. He felt 
terrible about it, but look at him now. He got his first break 
later on in the Rudy Valle radio program, the last place you 
would expect a ventriloquist to make good.” .

The Widow's Little 


It Hasn't Helped to Solve Murder

HERE seldom is anything 
T cheap about the murders han- 

dled b detectives of New 
York's shabby, time-stained Sev- 
enteenth precinct: police station, 
standing incongruously at the 
border of the gilded Park avenue 
section. Details may reek as sor- 
didly as those of any killing in 
Hell’s Kitchen, but principal char- 
acters usually are perfumed with 
lucre. 

Again this week, many a mem- 
ber of cafe society stirred un- 
easily on a plushbottomed seat, 
awaiting with pounding pulse the 
inevitable visit from police inves- 
tigating the bizarre murder at 
Hotel Marguery of Albert L. 
Langford. 

The latest victim on the list of 
semi-socialites Was a wealthy tex- 
tile and leather goods dealer. 
met death shortly before 9 o’clock 
the evening of June 4, when two 
dark-clad, rough-visaged strangers 
fired two shots at him as he 
turned them away from the en- 
trance of his lavishly furnished 
hotel suite. 

The intruders had asked to see 
his wife, Mrs. Marion Mayer 
Grimes Langford. She had re- 
mained in her room just beyond 
the foyer after declining to re- 
ceive them. She heard the sound 
of a scuffle and a fall and ran 
to the doorway where she found 
her 63-year-old husband dying, 
blood pouring from the bullet 
wound in his head. 


“They want to talk to you about 
Rafael Diaz,” Mrs. Langford told 
police her husband had said when 
he informed her of the visitors. 
He returned to the door to tell 
them she would not speak to 
them. 

That cryptic message, coupled 
with Mrs. Langford’s peculiarities 
and past, led police to a tangled 
collection of clues, made even 
more confusing by the knowledge 
that Diaz, former Metropolitan 
Opera singer, had been dead for 
18 months, and that seemingly 
important figures in the case in- 
cluded an Indian chief, who is not 
an Indian chief, and a baroness 
who certainly is no baroness, 

le 

F course, there was the little 
() neck book, It contained the 

names and addresses of hun- 
dreds of Mrs, Langford’'s acquain- 
tances, gathered during a colorful 
lifetime, which police estimated at 
70 years and the widow (who 
probably is the best authority on 
the subject) asserted was _ 55. 
Many of the names in the book 
were those of notable figures of 
New York night life, art and mu- 
sic. Some were social intimates, 
others casual friends, and a few, 
including the late Diaz, had been 
beneficiaries of Mrs. Langford’s 
generosity as a patron of a vari- 
ety of the arts. 

As the widow was unable to 
cast light on aspects of the case, 
other than her age, detectives be- 
gan a systematic search for the 
150 possible “witnesses” listed in 
the little black book. 

One of the first was Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw. If the younger gen- 
eration doesn’t recall her and the 
shooting of Stanford White by 
her husband, Harry K. Thaw, 
there is no room to review it here. 
Miss Nesbit, now 60, knew “abso- 
lutely nothing,” to use her own 
words. Neither did George Riales, 
30 years old, friend of the late 
Diaz, and also a singer whose 
concert was sponsored by Mrs. 
Langford. 

One by one, through the decay- 
mg portals of the Seventeenth

precinct police station, passed 
Carlyle Blackwell, erstwhile silent 
motion picture star; a Lady Vilma 
Kempton; a Frank Teller, impre- 
sario, and others, who also knew 
“absolutely nothing,” including 
night club owners and habitues 
and a few police record clerks 
who produced reports disclosing:

pointedly remarked: “Well, it was 
my money.” 

She could ascribe no motive for 
the murder. Professing fear for 
her own safety, she posted $10,000 
reward for information leading to 
apprehension of the killers. 

In an earlier written statement 
to newspapers, she rambled from 
first person to third in describing 
her conduct and her emotions, 
casting little light either on the 
crime or the events preceding it. 
She has denied specifically, the 
story obtained by the District At- 
torney from Lawton that Redwing 
and the Baroness had been irked 
by the failure of Langford to pay 
them $25,000 for bringing about 
his marriage to her, insisting that 
she and Langford had known each 
other for 18 years before they 
were wed. 


Although Mrs. Langford was 
only 30 feet ‘away from the spot 
her husband was killed, she told 
investigators she heard no sound 
of a shot or shots. Two bullets 
were found in the apartment, One 
was a 38-caliber revolver slug 
which passed through Langford’s 
brain; the other, which went wild 
and lodged in a wall, had been 
fired from a 38-caliber automatic 
pistol. A third unfired 38-caliber 
cartridge, presumably dropped by 
one of the assailants in flight, was 
found in the foyer. 


A neighbor in an apartment 
across the hall informed investi- 
gators that at about the time of 
the shooting, she heard through 
closed doors the sound of “pop, 
pop.” Police are seeking to recon- 
cile this statement with Mrs. 
Langford’s recollection of hearing 
only the noise of a scuffle and the 
thud of her husband’s body when 
it struck the floor. 

Police search of sewers in the 
neighborhood for weapons that 
might have been used in the kill- 
ing, has been fruitless. The mur- 
der remains as much a mystery 
as before the questioning began 
of the widow, her oddly assorted 
friends and those of her husband. 
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EANWHILE the witnesses 

from cafe society are filing 
back and forth through the 
dingy East Fifty-first street sta- 
tion, just as in the past when the 
Gideon murder, in East 50th street 
the Titterton murder in Sutton 
place, the Reich murder and the 
Lonergan murder in East Hist 
street, were flooding the front 
pages. All of the cases involved 
people of wealth or social posi- 
tion or both and now they are 
matched by the mysterious mur- 
der in the Marguery. 

So bewildering are the aspects 
of this strange crime for which 
no motive yet is apparent, specu- 
lation already has begun on the 
possibility that it will be added to 
the vexatious list of New York’s 
unsolved murders. The law yet 
has not discovered who killed 
Joseph B. Elwell, bridge expert, 
in 1920. The Dot King murderer, 
who killed her with chloroform in 
1923, is still at large. Unappre- 
hended is the strangler of Vivian 
Gordon, Broadway butterfly. 
Authorities are unaware of why 
the battered body of beautiful 
Starr Faithful was thrown in 
Long Island Sound or who killed 
her and threw her in the water. 

Who knows the identity of the, 
pair of weatherbeaten strangers 
who demanded audience with 
Mrs. Langford in her swank suite 
at Hotel Marguery and what was 
the sinister design that led them 
there? Is the secret of Albert 
Langford’s violent death forever 
sealed in his casket? For nearly 
two weeks, since he was silenced 
by assassins, the elusive key to 
the riddle has remained beyond 
the grasp of investigators.

A New Wild Flower

least the most satisfactory and lasting ones, come from 


S the simplest things. Perhaps it is the discovery of a 
new wild flower or flowering shrub, as when we found today 
the Gray Dogwood blooms 

ing on our hillside. This is 

the first year it has flow- 

ered and we are delighted 

because it comes long after 

all the other wild trees and 

. shrubs have finished bloom- 

ing. It is one of the small- 

flowered dogwoods, of which 

Missouri has at least four, 

and the tiny, four-petaled 

creamy white blossoms grow 

in clusters at the tips of the 

twigs. This particular shrub 

is, I believe, a variation of 

the Swamp Dogwood and 

takes its name from the 

pale, gray-green surface of 

the under side of the leaf. 

In common with the other 

dogwoods, the flower con- 

tains both stamen and pistil 

within each single blossom. 

When your pleasures come 

from such little things as this, at least they come frequently 
instead of far apart, as happens when you spend your days 
waiting for that big thrill! Just last evening as I sat writing 
in the living room, there came a strange humming sound 
which seemed to vibrate through the house. We thought at 
first that it must be a distant plane, or the train which we 
ean sometimes hear when the wind is in a certain quarter. 
But the sound persisted and finally I tracked it down. On 
the screen outside the front window was a great Luna Moth, 
struggling to reach the light inside the room. Although the 
Luna is not a particularly rare moth, it had been a long 
since I had seen one of. these beautiful creatures with its 
pale, delicately tinted green wings, and graceful, swallow-like tail.

> OUR years of quiet, normal 
F iiving came to an end recent- 

ly for Jane Russell. She 
thought she had become the For- 
gotten Woman, and was not un- 
happy about it because it gave 
her a chance for a new start. But 
she soom found that she was mis- 
taken. 

It was exactly four years ago 
that Howard Hughes made a pic- 
ture called “The Outlaw,” in which 
he starred his new discovery, 
Jane Russell. Only a handful of 
people saw the film during its 
brief showing in San Francisco, 
but Jane became world famous by 
virtue of a series of highly pro- 
vocative stills which were virtual 
pictorial translations of an Earl 
Wilson column devoted to the 
highlights of the female form. 
Naturally these pictures “sold” 
like hotcakes to the roto sections 
around the country and began to 
land almost immediately as pin- 
ups On barracks walls around the 
world, 

But Jane didn’t realize she was 
a pin-up queen of the foxhole cir- 
cuit until she got back into the 
cinematic swim recently when 
Hunt Stromberg borrowed her 
‘from Hughes for the starring role 
in “Young Widow,” which is now 
in production. 

Jane was filming a scene for 
this picture with Louis Hayward, 
Penny Singleton, and Marie Wil- 
son when we visited her on the 
set. Our conception of Jane, it 
must be admitted, had been based 
on these controversial pin-up 
stills, which had made her the 
object of comrade Wilson’s first 
interview on his recent trip to 
Hollywood. 

It was somewhat disappointing 
to us to have chosen the day when 
Jane was wearing a_ severely 
tailored suit. It just didn’t seem 
in character—but that happens 
to be the new Jane Russell. 

“I didn’t know until recently,” 
Jane told us, “what a handicap 
it is to be a popular photo- 
graphic subject. 

“After my first film, four years 
ago, I went into some intense dra- 
matic training under Florence 
Enright, one of Hollywood's fin- 
est coaches. I continued under 
contract to Howard Hughes, but 
he told me nothing of what was 
happening in regard to my career. 
He just told me to study and wait, 
and that he would let me know 
when he felt that the time was 
ripe for me to get on with my 
screen career.”

received numerous offers to bor- 
row Jane from practically every 
producer in Hollywood, But ev- 
ery role offered, without excep- 
tion, was frankly based on Jane’s 
anatomical fame, and with no em- 
phasis on acting opportunity. On 
the other hand, the “Young 
Widow” role offered a great dra- 
matic opportunity, which is why 
Stromberg got her where other 
producers had failed. 

It was only after she had gone 
to work in this picture, and all of 
her fan mail caught up with her, 
that Jane realized what had hap- 
pened during her four years ab- 
sence from the screen. 

“T feel greatly flattered that mv 
photographs have been so popular,

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War of the Underwater Warriors

HEN the first bomb fell into 

Manila Bay on that morning 

of Dec. 9, 1941, Lt. Comar. 
Eugene B. McKinney, like the 
other skippers of the local sub- 
marine fleet, was on the bridge of 
his ship trying with some success 
to speed up loading operations. 

Like the others he heard the 
call from the tender to dive. Like 
the others he got out in a matter 
of endless minutes and “belly- 
crawled along the bottom” under 
the roaring bombs to deep water 
and safety. And like the others 
his only surprise at the attack was 
that he should have been able to 
come out of it with his ship intact 
and his crew alive. 

McKinney, who has won the 
Navy Cross twice and a Silver 
Star and sundry other decorations, 
is no more introspective than 
others in his weird trade, but is 
something more of an analyst of 
human reactions. He is modest 
to an extent that would arouse 
the awe of men with better 
chances for remaining alive long 
enough to write their memoirs. 
; . Which may explain why he 
rates so high in the esteem of his 
own kind. 

His pals couldn’t say offhand 
what he had been credited with 
in the official score, but they were 
willing to concede that he’d put 
down about 10 ships including a 
cruiser, and that he’d blasted an- 
other cruiser so that probably it 
hadn’t gone anywhere except to 
the bottom. 

“Surface McKinney with the 
submersible PT boat,’ they called 
him in them days,’ one of his 
fellow officers said. “He always 
made his own trouble and shot 
his way out of it.” 

Lt. Com. McKinney was one of 
the old-timers in the submarines 
—as old-timers go in the _ sub- 
marines—when his ship was or- 
dered out of the Manila area to 
Lingayen (a bay north of Manila, 
already Jap-controlled). He ac- 
cepted the job philosophically, just 
as he’d accepted the coming of 
the war. 

“We were ordered up there,” he 
said when asked about how he felt 
when he got the assignment. . 
It was an order. and that’s all 
there was to it. 
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HAT followed was one of the 
W strangest episodes in a record 

that is full of strange episodes, 
and in many respects it lacks an 
adequate explanation. You get the 
idea that Jap destroyer com- 
manders were just as afraid of 
submarines as they’ve had reason 
to be since.: A pair of them came 
charging in the general direction 
of McKinney’s ship, but a con- 
siderable distance off the port 
bow. They got away behind then, 
twisted about, came across the 
stern, and proceeded on a course 
parallel to the submarine, boxing 
her in. 

McKinney, interested in this 
crazy performance, might have 
begun to take precautions. In- 
stead he kept straight on his 
course because, as he said, “If we 
were to carry out our orders there 
wae nothing else to do, ll con- 
fess I felt a lot like diving but I 
was curious, too, I couldn't help 
wanting to see what the boys 
were trying to do...” 

However, as ypu quickly learn 
in talking to these men, a sub- 
mariner’s principal strategy is to 
attack. McKinney knew that if 
he dived he wasn’t going to be 
able to bother the pursuing de- 
stroyers any more, So, oblivious to 
all advice from others in the 
bridge, he stood there waiting. 

Even with the destroyers charg- 
ing in at full speed, it seemed a 
long wait, and a_ landsman 
couldn’t but wonder at the amaz- 
ing emotional control that made 
it possible. When you consider 
that this skipper was in his first 
fight, the miracle Seems even 
more amazing. 

But he stood there looking at 
the widening silhouettes of the 
destroyers with his hand on the 
button and his mind made up. He 
let the Japs get in close. Then he 
fired one fish, and after a decent 
interval another one. 

The leader saw the torpedo com- 
ing. He started a swing to star- 
board and the first fish hit him 
right under the bridge. 

“It blew him clean out of the 
water,” McKinney, said reminis- 
cently. “The second destroyer had 
swung to port, and the last I saw 
of him he was squarely in line to 
take the second fish. Then I 
pulled the plug... .” 
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N many details there have been 
| tow actions like this and it is un- 

likely that there are going to be 
many more. One destroyer had 
been totally demolished, and more 
than likely another one, by a float- 
ing sardine box on which they had 
been unable to get in a single shot. 
A submarine had fought a suc- 
cessful engagement on the sur- 
face, not against a cargo carrier 
with slow speed and erratic ar- 
tillery but against a type of ship 
specially constructed to destroy 
submarines. 

Of course the submarine had no 
chance to get into the harbor aft- 
er that. “There was one thing 
about it,” said McKinney. “We 
didn’t have long to wait. Patrol 
boats and corvettes and destroy- 
ers must have been on their way 
out before the first destroyer went 
down, and they plastered us for 
hours.” 

Another United States subma- 


rine in the neighborhood hea e 
racket, one of the most predigious 
that the war had produéed up to 


that time, and reported that Mc- 
Kinney’s boat had very likely 
been sunk. After two days the 
division commander was willing 
to take a realistic view of the 
matter and admit that no subma- 
rine could have survived such a 
savage hammering.

came in on the radio and casually 
accepted orders to proceed to an-

| sava and New Guinea and Bor- 

neo wandered most of the ‘‘med- 
al-men” of the Asiatic submarine 
fleet, among them Lt. Cmdr. 
Frederick Burdett Warder, “Fear- 
less Freddy,” with the Seawolf. 

The fact that the Navy Depart- 
ment, in conferring the Navy 
Cross on him, cited his ship by 
name gives sufficient indication 
of how exceptional that record 
was, Fred Warder was virtually 
the first of the submarine skip- 
pers to come out of anonymity. 

Where his’ brother’ officers 
gather to spin yarns, Warder is 
fast becoming the center of a 
complete cycle of folklore, most of 
which, I dare say, has basis in 
fact. They speak of him affec- 
tionately, amused at the intense 
seriousness he seems to have 
brought to his work, as if their 
grim business might be regarded 
more lightly. But when they call 
him “Fearless Freddy,” they mean 
it. 

Warder, who had been in the 
submarine service since 1928 a 
long time as they add up the 
hash-marks in that trade, was at 
the same starting line as the rest 
of the Asiatic submarine fleet 
when the war started—in Manila 
Bay—and his story for the next 
few days is the same as theirs. 

In and around Lingayen Har- 
bor, where the Japs were landing, 
he speedily took on identity as 
one of the wholesalers. He did a 
fine job on the inbound trans- 
ports. Judging from such figures 
as have been made available, none 
of the leading aces did any better. 
And in a week everybody in the 
service was talking about his fine 
disregard for the people who were 
wasting their time shooting at 
him. 

Among the more apocryphal 
chronicles of those early days is 
the story of how he went into 
batle with a load of defective tor- 
pedoes ... many of the torpedoes 
were defective — complicated 
mechanisms have heen known to 
develop “bugs” long before this. 
As against that he may have been 
unfamiliar with the shallow draft 
hulls of Japanese ships. 

But the point of ‘the yarn is 
that, whatever was wrong, his 
first spread missed and the rag- 
ing destroyers began to close in 
on him. He didn’t pay any at- 
tention to the destroyers. The 
problem in front of him was too 
engrossing. He just went right 
on firing torpedoes and he put 
out more than a dozen of them 
and covered the bay with a lace- 
work of criss-crossing white 
wakes until finally two of them

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hit and blew a big transport liter- 
ally to small pieces. 

Then, as the saying goes, he 
pulled the plug. Hugging the bot- 
tom, he paid less attention to the 
depth charges, the first that 
either he or his crew had ever 
heard, than to the study of what 
had been wrong, if anything, with 
his approach and firing technique, 


When he came back to Manila 
for another load of torpedoes he 
was shy about discussing what 
he had done—-probably a little 
ashamed of it, But he couldn't es- 
cape the verdict of the rest of 
the fleet. He was “Fearless 
Freddy” from then on. 


He then went down into the 
Java Sea and started a patrol 
about Fali. He saw a familiar pro- 
cession on the horizon and moved 
in on it. The destroyer screen 
was formidable but only one con- 
cerned him. That one, whether or 
not it had spotted the Seawolf, 
was streaking toward him a 
threat which he couldn’t very well 
ignore. 


How another skipper might 
have met this situation is prob- 
lematical. 


Warder solved it by blasting the 
destroyer out of the water, boring 
in before other ships of the escort 
could swing about, and sinking one 
transport and damaging an _ un- 
identified ship moving on the oth- 
er side of her and slightly astern. 
They gave him a medal for that, 
as well they might. 

Later on, the Seawolf was shift- 
ed to an island where the Japs had 
begun landing operations on a con- 


siderable scale, and by this time 
“Fearless Freddy” appears to have 
grown tired of shooting sitting 
pigeons. Having discovered that 
torpedoes will crack up warships 
as well as barnacled merchant- 
men, he-repeated his pleasing ex- 
periment with the destroyer al- 
most ad lib. 

One morning he found himself 
mixed up with a sizeable fleet, the 
most important feature of which 
was a light cruiser squarely in 
front of him and so close that she 
almost covered his. periscope scale. 
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T was a reasonably tight spot 
| recatse one destroyer stood off 

on one side of him and another on 
the other side and a little off his 
bow... The opposition didn’t bother 
his stance very much as the sequel 
showed, but it did interfere some- 
what with the deliberative quality 
of the attacks he had been able to 
make on transports, 


He hit with two torpedoes— 
which the Navy Department con- 
cedes was probably enough to take 
the cruiser completely apart—but 
he couldn’t stay_there to get any 
further data on the kill. He got 
down and plotted evasive tactics 
while the outraged Japs dropped 
depth charges close enough to 
rattle his teeth. 

At that moment he was not at 
all pleased with his performance 
and cursed himself for his own 
precipitancy.

When he aurfaced 
batteries, he saw 
cruiser girt about 
five tireless cana, 
This time he got in so close that 
there was danger of the destroy- 
ers running him down in their pa- 
trol, and when he fired, it was 
with leisurely precision. Three 
fish hit with a roar and a flash 
that must have been noticed by 
ships beyond the horizon. The 
cruiser was under before the de- 
stroyers could take up the chase, 

As for the actual opposition 
with which Warder had to deal 
virtually every day he was in the 
area, few submariners have had 
to meet anything approximating 
it. The ubiquity of the submarines 
off the island of Luzon had 
brought a swift revision of Jap 
invasion tactics. 

It was vital to them that they 
should be able to land their 
troops, and so they circled their 
transport convoys’ with _ steels 
rings that any tactician in the 
world might have considered im- 
penetrable. 

Warder at that time was 38 
years old. The commander of the 
Japanese cruiser division proba- 
bly felt older.

the Honolulu area when the 

Pearl Harbor attack came 
was the one commanded by 
Cmdr. J. H. “Joe” Willingham, 
and Willingham was there only 
because he had just completed a 
45-day patrol. Bedlam was loose 
in all that region, but Willingham 
got out and past the gates into 
the naval base before the main 
wave of the attack had come over. 

So he saw most of it. He was 
on deck when the low-flying “V” 
of torpedo planes came toward 
him over the oil dock, headed for 
battleship row. One plane stood 
out from the rest, and presently 
in the midst of the worst confu- 
sion he had ever seen, he noticed 
that a couple of destroyers were 
firing at it. His own gun crews 
were in position and the 20 mm. 
gun immediately below him began 
to bark along with the rest of 
them. 

In a mess like that it is always 
difficult to determine who hits 
what or if anybody hits at all. 
But to Willingham came an ad- 
vantageous break such as comes 
to few men. At almost the same 
moment both destroyers ceased 
firing, and for a few short sec- 
onds that submarine had the tar- 
get all to itself. 

The skipper had a dozen other 
observers scattered about in the 
Shambles between the _ sub-base 
and the battleships who saw his 
tracers running true toward the 
oncoming plane—a single arc of 
fire. 

And then they saw a hit 
squarely on the war head of one 
of the long glistening fish under 


the plane belly. The torpedo blew 
up in a blast that sprayed the 
water with chunks and tossed up 
a mushroom of flame that broke 
into streaks across the smoke 
fogged sky. One minute the plane 
was there and the next minute it 
wasn’t. They never found any 
traces of it. 

“That was a day,” said Willing- 
ham. “I hope I never see anything 
like it again. .. .” 

Later he was ordered into the 
Southwest Pacific. Things were 
quieter about the Hawaiian 
Islands by that time, and the 
skipper and his crew didn’t expect 
to see any action for days. Hows 
ever, the Japanese submarines ap- 
pear to have been more venture< 
some than they were to be later. 
Willingham’s boat was only a few 
days on its journey when the of- 
ficer of the deck saw a flash on 
the water which he took to indi- 
cate a periscope. The -Captain 
looked and agreed. 

A Japanese sub was about one 
point on his bow, opening for a 
shot. He put the rudder over and 
sounded the call to make ready 
the stern tubes. When they were 
steady on his bearing the Captain 
fired one fish. 

He had already cleared the 
bridge and prepared to go under, 
but still he stood there watching 
the white streamer of the torpedo 
lengthening in the water behind 
him. It seems a long time getting 
anywhere. He could no longer 
see the Jap periscope and there 
was always the chance that the 
target had gone a long way down, 

He was just about to give it up 
when he saw the water rise up 
and fall apart in a white froth 
as the smoke plume of a torpedo 
explosion came rolling out of it. 

The Captain had learned by 
this time that Japanese sub- 
marines were like to be traveling 
in groups, so he kept his distance. 
He was roaching the scene of 
the expl/sion cautiously when a 
United States plane came over. He 
signaled to it, explained what had 
happened and asked for verifica- 
tion. 

He had a long wait. The plane 
came down low and circled end~ 
lessly. Willingham was about 
ready to call off the search and 
get on his way again when he. 
got another signal: “She’s sunk all 
right. ... Oi) and debris all over 
water. She's unquestionably a sube 
marine.”

So he sent a message to Adm, 
Withers, who checked with the 
pllot of the plane, and the sub- 
marine which had entered the 
war by blasting a torpedo plane 
out of the air got credit for the 
first verified sinking of a Japa< 
nese submarine by another sub-, 
marine.

HE incident had wide repercus- 
T sions because up to that time~ 
despite the experience of Euro 
pean fleets in two years of war— 
it was still believed that no sub- 
marine could ever do much 
against another ship of her kind. 
Days afterward Willingham was 
asleep in his busk when a young 
ensign called down to him: “Cap- 
tain, there’s a big liner in sight.” 
He got up to take a look for 
himself and discovered not a big 
liner but a Japanese submarine 
about the size of an S-boat. He 
fired one fish and missed by a 
close margin as the target went 
under. There was disappoint- 
ment in that one. 

The captain was still nursing 
his theory that you could sink 
submarines if you shot fast 
enough, but the law of averages 
seemed to indicate that he'd be 
hardly likely to have any more 
chances for experiment. However, 
he was fully awake now, and 
there didn't seem to be any sense 
in going back to bed, so he 
stayed at the periscope. Two 
hours later he picked up another 
submarine. 

It took him about an hour ta 
maneuver into position to do 
something about this one, but 
when he fired he hit. This time 
there was no doubt about it, The 
Jap came apart in small pieces. 

Something like instinct kept him 
maneuvering in the same area. It 
might get hot there at any min- 
ute. On the other hand, there was 
evidence that he was in a line 
favored by Japanese submarines. 
‘ss There might be some more 
of them coming that way, who 
could say? 

So he was in a fairly good posi- 
tion when the third came along. 
He took after her unnoticed and 
unsuspected, The mist came down 
again, and part of his chase was 
by instinct, but he never lost his 
target. His first torpedo was a 
hit, and she stopped dead In the 
water, But as he cruised about, 
watching her, he noticed that she 
showed no signs of sinking. She'd 
taken enough of a blast to disable 
her but she apparently had plen- 
ty of buoyancy and was drifting 
right side up. As he came closer 
he could see the crew preparing to 
abandon ship. He fired another 
torpedo and that finished her. 

On a single patrol he had ae- 
counted for three'enemy subma- 
rines, a record which is going to 
be difficult for any other subma- 
rine to better in this war.

ANOTHER VERSION of cheese 
cake utilizes sour cream and has/| 
a cookie-dough shell rather than 
the zwieback one. To make this | 
type, press one and one-fourth | 
pounds of cottage cheese through | 
a ricer and add to it four table- 
spoons of corn starch and a dash 
of salt. Mix and stir in the yolks 
of five eggs and then add a pint 
of thick, sour cream. Beat mix- 
ture well, so that it is blended 
smoothly. Now add one cup of 
Sugar and fold in the beaten 
whites of the eggs. Line a spring 
form with cookie dough and turn 
in the cheese mixture. Bake the 
cheese cake in a moderate oven 
for about an hour until it is well 
set and brown on the bottom. — | 

There is also a cheese pie, or | 
kuchen, that is made much the 
same way, but in addition calls 
for such things as currants, 
blanched almonds, vanilla, and so 
on.

STUFFED CELERY: Want a 
fresh and new version of an old 
favorite? Well, how about trying 
stuffed celery in a _ different 
dress? This makes a fine first 
course when chilled and served 
on beds of watercress. The stalks, 
eut a bit shorter, are fine with 
cocktails or long, tall drinks. 

Grate some cheddar (American) 
cheese as fine as you can and 
mash it with a fork, adding sour 
cream to make a smooth mixture. 
When the consistency is just right 
for stuffing, season the cheese 
with finely chopped or minced 
herbs, using about half a tea- 
spoonful in all of fresh basil’ pars- 
ley and oregano. 

If you can't get the fresh herbs, 
the dried can be made to do, but 
watch the quantity, as the dried 
are stronger in flavor and you 
will need less of them. Add salt, 
pepper and a little cayenne.

Chill this mixture until ready 
to use and then stuff it into 
cleaned, short celery stalks that 
have been chilled and crisped in 
the refrigerator. You'll find the 
flavor of this stuffed celery is a 
nice change from the more fa- 
miliar blue cheese stuffing.

VERY now and then a picture comes out of Hollywood which 

F ceric all the laws of movie-making and leaves the wise boys 

talking to themselves. Such a picture is “Dillinger,” which 

tells the story of the exploits of the one-time “public enemy No. 1” 

—remember? For one thing, gangster 

pictures were supposed to have been 

relegated to limbo. For another, the 

picture was a “quickie,” made on the 

Monogram lot by the King brothers, 

a pair of producers who used to be 

in the coin machine business and 

who consider anything more than one 

take on a scene sheer affectation and 

a waste of film, and it was turned 

out for peanuts. . 

The picture isn’t breaking boxoffice 

records. But it’s coining money fast 

enough and in large enough quantities

ED LURIE OF Monogram pictures happened to be in town 
the other day. His presence was doubtless a sheer coincidence and 
quite unrelated to the fact that “Dillinger” opens in St. Louis 
shortly. Ed did all the research for the picture, and next to the 
FBI he probably is now the country’s outstanding authority on 
‘Dillinger’s activities. Lurie followed the paths of Dillinger and his 
gang, which led him, of course, to the lodge known as “Little 
Bohemia” near Manitowish, Wis., where, as you will recall, the 
gang had quite a gun fight with the FBI. 

Lurie claims that he and Monogram pictures were the first 
to ever get from Emil Wanatka, the owner of the place, Emil’s 
own story of what happened when he was unwilling host to the 

| gang. Emil wouldn’t tell it for years because he was afraid of the 
gang. But the gang is all exterminated now which, together with 
the fact that the studio took him to Hollywood as a sort of con- 
Sultant, led him to talk. It’s a pretty exciting story and it calls 
up again those dear dead days when gangsters flourished and their 
carryings On made the spine tingle. 
* * 

IT WAS ON A FRIDAY afternoon that the party of 10 
arrived, six men and four girls. “They called each other by their 
first names, and seemed quite at ease. I helped them with their 
bags and I noticed they seemed pretty heavy. I decided maybe 
they were hardware salesmen. After dinner the fellow they called 
John invited me to sit in with them in a game of poker. I said 
‘sure’ and started playing. I lost $37 on the first hand. When 
John leaned over to rake in the pot, his coat bulged open and I 
noticed two .45s in holsters under his arms. I began to sweat but 
tried to appear calm. I kept my eyes open, and before the game 
was over I had detected guns on all the men. I excused myself 
for a minute and went into the kitchen. The papers were full of 
Dillinger and his picture in those days. I looked at a newspaper 
picture of him and knew who he was, I didn't say anything that 
night. My wife and I heard someone walking the hall all night 
long.

“THE NEXT sisiiten ts breakfast I got my courage 
“up and said, ‘John, could I talk to you a minute?’ We went into 
I closed the door and said to him, ‘You’re John 
He sort of grinned, then he put his arm around my 
‘Why? You're not afraid, are you?’ I said, 
‘Sure, I'm’ afraid. You're wanted by every cop in the country. 
You'll have to get out of here. I don’t want any shooting or 
trouble in my place’. But all he said was, ‘You behave yourself, 
Emil, and you're not going to get hurt. I need some rest, and 
we'll leave in a couple of days.’ They saw to it that I was a good 
boy. Every time I turned around one of the gang was watching 
me. On Sunday afternoon they paid me, and said they were leav- 
ing the next morning. During the afternoon a car drove up, con- 
taining a CCC worker and two other men, They stayed a while 
in the bar, and as they started to drive away a car full of FBI men 
drove up. The G-men yelled at them to stop, but the car windows 
were up, and they didn’t hear. One of the G-men. opened fire. 
One of the men was killed, another wounded. The shots gave 
Dillinger and his gang the tip-off. Homer Van Meter, the trigger 
man, got up on the roof and started blazing away with a machine- 
gun. When I heard the shooting start I dug myself a fox hole in 
the basement and didn't come out for 30 minutes. I finally slipped 
out through the back entrance and walked a quarter of a mile up 
the road to a neighbor's, which was the telephone exchange, and 
as I opened the door a gun was stuck in my ribs. 
eee. ees 
“IT WAS BABY FACE NELSON, who had beat me there. 
He said, ‘Get outside and get in your car and start driving. I’ve 
got to make a get-away.’ As we started out, him holding the 
gun in my ribs, I saw another car coming from behind. They 
pulled up, and it was Carter Baum, who was Melvin Purvis’ 
assistant. ‘He yelled at us to halt, and when I started to slow 
down, Nelson shot him seven times. Then he dragged Baum’s body 
out of the car and drove it away. I drove into a pile of snow and 
stayed there. The shooting at the lodge went on all night, but the 
gang all got away, and when I looked the place over next day 
I counted 1100 bullet holes, They are still there today.” 
Those were the days.

T. LOUIS greeted General Bradley last Monday, two days after his visit 
to Moberly, with huge crowds along the downtown parade route and at 
Soldiers’ Memorial, where he made a brief address. Confetti drifted 

down in dense flurries on the General's slowly moving automobile, and 
cheers resounded from packed sidewalks and from office and factory 
windows. 

It was a spontaneous, exuberant welcome such as is accorded the city’s 
most illustrious guests. Police said it equaled the reception of the victorious 
Cardinals in 1926 and of Charles Lindbergh in 1927. 

The General took occasion several times during his visit here and at 
Moberly to warn that the “next war’’ must never come. He said bluntly that 
the German high command “must have known something about what was 
going on” in atrocity camps. He paid tribute to American troops abroad, ‘the 
greatest soldiers on earth,” and urged that they be given on their return ‘‘the 
same welcome that we have gotten today.’

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Tightening Blockade of 
Japanese Home Islands 
Is Prelude to a Body 
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PERATIONS in the Pacific theater—final ‘battle- 
OC ground of World War II—were building up last 

week to a stage where the next major moves 
against the Japanese empire appeared imminent. They 
might take the form of another jump to a vital island 
base, like that to Okinawa, in furtherance of the encircl- 
ing blockade to isolate the homeland archipelago, but 
military observers looked for a more direct challenge of 
Japan's full might—invasion either of China's east coast, 
or of Japan proper. The Pacific war's equivalent of 
D-day appeared near at hand. 

This map shows the various fronts on which the 
Allies are cutting into Jap defenses in a strategy aimed 
at severing the enemy's widely dispersed forces from re- 
inforcements, supplies, and escape routes. Japan and 
the areas it still occupied or controlled—frequently only 
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by already isolated, ineffectual garrisons—are shown in 
dark tone. 

In addition to land and sea encirclement and dissec- 
tion, Allies were hitting terrific body blows at Japan's 
key industrial cities by air, drying up the sources of 
supply. The mounting tempo of the attacks included 
mass incendiary bombings and precision blows at air 
plants, exceeding greatly in intensity softening up oper- 
ations that preceded amphibious assaults on Jap bases. 

Conquest of Okinawa has given American forces 
there airfields only 471 miles from Nagasaki, leading 
steel, shipyards and arms center on Kyushu, and within 
easy striking distance of the rest of Japan. From Oki- 
nawa it is a jump of only 394 miles to Taihoku, capital 
of Formosa, of 400 miles to the Chinese mainland. 

Fighting in the Philippines has begun to resemble

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more a mopping up than a major operation. Northern 
Luzon, 477 miles from Taihoku, 504 from Hong Kong, is 
even closer than that to the growing Foochow area re- 
captured from the Japs by American-trained Chinese 
fighters. Either it or Okinawa would be a convenient 
base for a jump to the Foochow area, where a 
beachhead already held by Chinese troops would await 
them. 

Observers considered a Chinese coast landing most 
likely as a preliminary to invasion of Japan proper, with 
heavy bombings of Japan being continued to weaken 
the enemy’s ability and will to resist. That Japan feared 
the imminence of actual invasion was indicated by the 
tightening of the war lords’ dictatorial powers, a call for 
suicidal resistance by all Japs, and reported preparations 
for ‘underground warfare’ against invaders.

HE private life of a duck family in the forming became 

a major public interest in Milwaukee, and remained 

spot news for more than a month. The “duck interest” 
story began when a mother mallard recently laid her first 
egg on a rotted bridge piling in a downtown area. News- 
men assigned to the story called the mother Gertie, re- 
ported daily developments in the family. Guards were 
posted to keep the mischievous from tossing missiles at 
Gertie; firemen put out a blaze started when a cigarette 
landed in the nest.

OR the second time in her life, Mrs. Louise Peete Judson 
has been convicted of murder in California. Each time 
murder charges were brought against her she has had 
a husband commit suicide. Her story in death, a case of 
parallels, goes back to 1921, when she was sentenced to 
life imprisonment -for the murder of Jacob Denton, a 
wealthy mining man. Soon after this conviction, her 
husband, Richard C. Peete, took his life. 

The then Mrs. Peete was paroled from prison in 1939 to 
a real estate agent, Mrs. Margaret Logan, for whom Mrs.

Judson, excused of any complicity 
in the murder, leaped to his death from a tall building. 

Mrs. Judson recently was sentenced to death in the gas 
chamber at San Quentin, is now held in the California 
women's prison, awaiting an appeal decision from the 
State Supreme Court.
